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INTRODUCTION. 

CxENEALOGICAL HISTORY is an interesting, instructive 
and valuable study, as it places on record the names and pre- 
serves the history and biographies of ancestors, thereby enabhng 
future generations to trace their Hneage back to the pioneer emi- 
grant, who otherwise would be obliged to depend upon legends 
and traditions handed down from generation to generation, which 
at best is very vague and unsatisfactory information. 

The pride of birth is im])lante(l firmly in human nature, and 
heredity counts for much in the affairs of men. It is a laudable 
object to honor the brave, independent spirits of the pioneer emi- 
grants who, leaving friends, homes and firesides in their native 
country, sought religious and civil li])erty in the new world, and 
courageously faced many dangers to found a new nation in the 
vast wilderness of America, landing on these uninviting shores, 
surrounded on all sides by ferocious wild beasts, and having the 
savage *'red men" as their undesirable and treacherous neighbors. 
The bravery of those pioneers deserves the plaudits of the entire 
American nation. The early settlers had no i)rospects in view, 
and possessed nothing but strong arms, determined will, industry 
and perseverance to help them hew from the forests that crowned 
the hills, a covering to shelter them from the storms. To them 
we owe a debt of gratitude which we will never be able to repay, 
for they laid the foundation for our liberty and prosperity. Their 
children grew uj) on coarse food, and by their contact and strug- 
gles with wild nature, became the strong men and hardy women, 
about whom the old i)eoi)le delight to talk. They were the people 
who helped to fight for our freedom, and we, the people of to- 
day, are reaping and enjoying the fruits of their toil. 

No one can fully realize how our forefathers in the early days, 
out of nothing, in great poverty and want, managed to help 
themselves and exist, preparing the pleasant, blooming surround- 
ings wherein s^ucceeding generations now dwell in plenteous 
prosperity. 
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The early German settlers were nearly all from the Palatinate, 
and were what at the present clay are known as ''squatters." 
They selected a tract of land, built on it a log-house of the most 
l)rimitive character, and began to clear and cultivate the soil as 
though they owne<l the land. At that time great complaint was 
made to the (lovernor at Philadelphia, "that the (Jermans every- 
where took up the best land, and were a dangerous class." After- 
wards they secured patent deeds for the lands and paid from ten 
to hfty pounds per hundred acres. 

The Durham Valley, in Springfield Township, Bucks County, 
Pa., was the battle-ground where the Anglo-Saxons, who were 
the earliest settlers, and the (iermans who arrived at a later 
period, has a peaceful contest for the masterv. The former came 
uj) from Philadelphia, along the Delaware River and Durham 
X'alleys into the townshij), while the latter followed the valleys 
of the Schuylkill and Perkiomen, and here they met, each colony 
striving for supremacy. The (iermans finally proved to be the 
masters, for today very few, if any of the English descendants 
are to be found in- the township, while thr»*t, industry, frugality 
and perseverance, the characteristic traits )f the Pennsylvania 
(iermans, made that little valley, rich and productive, — to "blos- 
som as the rose." 

The Germans in particular have played '^n important part in 
s]iai)ing the destiny of this our nation. Kver since the landing 
of the Pilgrims at Cape Cod, in 1620, the Germans have been 
making American History, and their achievements have been so 
notable, that they must ever occupy a prominent place in our 
country's history. Likewise the Pennsylvania Germans have also 
taken a leading part as makers of history. This fact has been 
demonstrated in this, the Keystone state, where no less than nine 
men of Pennsylvania Cierman extraction have occupied the Ex- 
ecutive chair of this commonwealth, covering a period of forty- 
seven years. 

The first German colony planted in America under encourage- 
ment from William Penn was composed of a large company of 
Memionites who emigrated from Crefeld, in the Durhy of Cleves, 
Province of Dusscldorf, Rheinish Prussia, Germany, in 1683, 
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to Pennsylvania, and founded Germantown, near Philadelphia, 
which place soon became the objective point of hundreds of 
refugees. 

Aliierica has no more pious, law-abiding and thrifty citizens 
than the Mennonites, and they have by their consummate skill, as 
tillers of the soil, made the territory which they occupy in the 
southeastern part of Pennsylvania, especially Lancaster County, 
the richest agricultural county in the world. 

To the Mennonites is due the credit for making the first public 
protest in America against buying and selling negro slaves in 
1688 at (iermantown. Phila. This protest was made in writing 
by Francis Daniel Pastorius, the founder of the place, assisted 
by three members of his colony, namely, — Gerhart Hendricks, 
Derick Op den Graeff and Abraham Op den Graeff, directly 
against the practice of the English Quakers, who were slave- 
holders, and by whom, history tells us,, the protest was not favor- 
ably received at that time. In 1758, — seventy years after the 
( iermantown protest, the English Quakers passed a similar decla- 
ration. 

There ought to be a feeling of pride in the heart of every Amer- 
ican, in searching through the line of descent, to learn something 
about his ancestors, who they were, and from whence he came; 
and yet it is a sad thought, that so many people know so little 
of their family history. 

A reasonable degree of pride manifested in a family name, does 
not necessarily indicate undue vanity, but is rather commendable, 
especially if the forefathers possessed virtues and principles that 
are praiseworthy. That distinguished American statesman, Hon- 
orable Edward Everett, wrote, — "There is no man of any culture 
who does not take some interest in what was done by his fore- 
fathers." 

Rev. Henry Harbaugh, D. D,, the eminent Pennsylvania Ger- 
man divine and author, said: — "The tracing of ancestors must 
prove a great satisfaction to all who have not, under a false 
training, grown indifferent as to their earthly origin. We are 
among those who believe that any who care not about their earth- 
ly origin, care little as to anything higher." 
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The tide of immigration began in the early part of the eigh- 
teenth century, and continued steadily until the war clouds of 
the Revolution began to gather, causing the influx of aliens to 
cease for a number of years. Nearly all the arrivals came from 
the Palatinate, or Pfalz, a "circle'* or province in southwestern 
Germany, bordering on France, in what is known as the Rhine 
River valley, or Rheinish liavaria, which had been ravaged and 
laid waste by fire and sword, under the barbarous edict of King 
Louis XIV of France. To escape these dreadful persecutions, 
many subjects emigrated to the English colonies in America, 
having accepted William Penn's invitation to come to the Prov- 
ince of Pennsylvania, where they could enjoy civil and religious 
liberty, and live in peace and happiness. 

The first Hess emigrant of whom any records appear, was 
one Samuel Hess, who came to America with a Swiss colony in 
the year 1712, settled at Pequea, Lancaster County, Penna., and 
raised a large family^. He. and his descendants were all Baptist 
Brethren, or Dunkards, ("Dunker,") as they are most familiarly 
known, very many of whom bearing the name of Hess, are scat- 
tered throughout Lancaster and adjoining counties. A grist mill 
near Pequea is known as "Hess' Mill," while a railroad station 
not far distant, is also known by the same name. lu 1734 one of 
Samuel Hess' sons, Jacob by name, t(K)k up a tract of two hun- 
dred acres of land one mile east of Lititz, in Warwick Township, 
Lancaster County, which still remains in the family name. A 
burial place was established on the old home place, where Jacob 
and many of his descendants were interred. A place of worship 
near by is known as "Hess' Meeting House," where for a number 
of years the gospel has been preached by Rev. Jonas Hess and 
others of the family. A house of worship at Pequea is also 
known by the same title. 

In Rev. Stapleton's "Memorials of the Huguonots in America," 
appears the name of one John Hess, an early Mennonite and 
Huguenot settler in Lancaster County, who arrived prior to the 
year 1718. Nothing is mentioned about his descendants. 

The records of Lancaster County show that in point of num- 
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bers, individuals bearing the name of Hess rank third or fourth 
in that county. 

Among the port entries at Philadelphia during the early im- 
migration period appear the fdllowing names: —

The foregoing list shows how numerous were the persons 
bearing the Hess name among the early immigrants to Pennsyl- 
vania, and as a natural consequence the descendants in the eastern 
part of the state are proportionately numerous, while the influx 
of j)ersons by tliat name has never ceased, for we find even at 
this day, people of ( ierman nationality arriving, bearing the name 
of HESS. 

To write a complete history of all the families would consume 
much time, and recjuire patient research. It is the purpose of 
the author, therefore, to trace the genealogy of one of the immi- 
grants as far as known. • 

Among the early settlers of Springfield Township, Bucks Coun- 
ty, Penna., was Nicholas Hess, born in dermany, whose history, 
together with his desecndants, are herein recorded, thereby enab- 
ling succeeding generations to learn the names of their ances- 
tors, and become familiar with their history as well as the his- 
tory of the progenitor of the family. 

The following pathetic poem, describing the departure from 
the old home along the river Rhine, for an unknown one in Am- 
erica, was copied from

NICHOLAS HESS. 

Immigrant and Pioneer. 

NICHOLAS IIESS, whose descendants are so numerously 
represented in Springfield Township, Bucks County ; also in 
Lower Saucon and Hethlehem Townships, Northampton County, 
Penna., was a native of Zweibrueckeri (Deux Fonts), on 
Schwarzbach (IMack River), in the Palatinate or Pfah, Rheinish 
Bavaria, Ciermany, who came to America when about eighteen 
vears of age. ITie exact time of his arrival is not known, but 
it is supposed to have been in the year 174L He was reared a 
shepherd boy, and the story as related by himself, and handed 
down through the sev'eral generations is as follows : — 

One day while in charge of his flock, his dog killed a hare, 
which he took home to his mother who prepared it with sauer 
kraut for dinner. The killing of hares, which are much larger 
than our American rabbits, was strictly pr()hil)ited at that time 
by the laws of his native country, and in order to escape the 
penalty he resolved to flee to America and accordingly made the 
necessary preparations, securing employment on shipboard, serv- 
ing for his passage, thereby avoiding detection by the authorities 
and also saving the expense of a long voyage. 

It is not positively known in what vessel he crossed the At- 
lantic, as his name does not appear correctly, if at all among 
the list of immigrants at the port entry. It is quite evident, 
however, that he has no connection with, ami landed at an 
earlier date, than Nicklans ffcss and Johan Nicolaus Hess, who 
arrived September 26, 1749, on the ship Ranier, at the Nich- 
olas of this sketch married an American born woman, and his 
olde-t child. Conrad Hess, was born in America, January 22, 
1746. more than three years prior to the date of the ar- 
rival of those two men, who were not natives of the Palatinate, 
according to the records. 

At about the age of twenty-one years, being then a resident 
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of Bucks County, Nicholas was married to Catharine Funk, a 
native of Montgomery County, Penna., born in the year 1726. 
She was the youngest child of Martin Funk, who resided in Hat- 
field Township, Montgomery County, Penna., and who was sup- 
posed to have been a brother of Bishop Ileinrich Funck, an emi- 
nent Mennonite divine and author, born in Holland it is supposed, 
and was known in history as the "pious miller on the Indian 
Creek." According to the records of the deed that John, Thomas 

* 

and Richard tPenn granted to Heinrich Funck, there was ''sur- 
veyed on October 20, A. D. 1718, unto Heinrich FuiKk, then 
of Germantown, 101^ acres of land on the Indian Creek," in 
what is now Franconia Township, Montgomery County, Pa., 
where he erected a grist mill. 

Bishop Funck's fourth child, a son Abraham^ born November 
21, 1734, moved to Springfield Township, Bucks County, Pa., 
where in the year 1763 he purchased from Stephen Twining, a 
grist mill that was erected by Twining in 1738, together with 500 
acres of land for the sum of £1570. The village of Springtown 
occupies the very centre of this tract, which originally consisted 
of 651 acres, and a patent granted by the Penns to Casper Wistar, 
a manufacturer of brass buttons, of Philadelphia, who was a land 
speculator, dated May 10, 1738. 

On April 13. 1752, Nicholas Hess received a warrant of survey 
for a tract of 113 acres of land from Thomas and Richard Penn, 
the Honorable Prc^rietaries of the Province of Pennsylvania, for 
the consideration of 17 pounds, 10 shillings and 3 j>eiKe (being 
equal to a total of $85.88 in U. S. money, or seventy-six cents 
per acre), deed for which was recorded in l^hiladelphia, in Patent 
Book A, volume 17, page 228. These books have been removed 
and are now kept in the office of the Secretary of Internal Af- 
fairs at Harrisburg, Pa. The tract is located about two miles 
south of the village of Springtown, in Springfield Township, 
Bucks County, Pa., near Gehman Station, in ''Schlciffcr's Thar* 
along the Quakertown & Delaware River Raihoad, on a gently 
sloping hillside. The place was familiarly known as dcr "Bolinc- 
Berg." undoubtedly so named on account of the Catalpa on Indian 
Bean trees growing abundantly there. A strong spring of water 
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on the premises no doubt imluced him to choose this location, 
as all the early settlers invariably located near a spring, in order 
to avoid a water famine. There he lived and prospered until the 
death of his wife, which occurred in the year 1787. 

According to the records of the Orphans' Court, Nicholas Hess 
died intestate in January, 1800, and on May 6, 1800, uix)n the 
petition of Conard Hess, the eldest son of Nicholas, the court 
ordered an appraisement to be made of his real estate, and the 
premises to be divided by an equal and just partition among all 
his children, the heirs, namely: — Conrad, Philip, John George, 
Elizabeth I>eidelman, and the representatives of Catharine Pey- 
sher, late Hess, deceased. 

The property was taken at t^e appraisement of 670 pounds, 
equal to $3260.5512, by Nicholas' oldest son, Conrad Hess, who 
on October 1, 1800, sold it to Rev. Jacob (ierman, a Mennonitc 
minister, in whose possession it remained for many years. After 
Rev. Gehman's death, in 1847. the property has been owned suc- 
cessively by Jacob Guth, to whom it was conveyed April 3, 1848; 
Henry Hottle, Franklin Stover and Jacob M. Kaufman; the 
latter, now deceased, purchased the [)lace in 1866, his widow 
being the present owner. The stone 
barn, erected by Rev. Gehman, bears 
this quaint, brick-bordered inscrip- 
tion in the front wall, and it is still 
in excellent condition ; so it also 
the old stone house, with a modern 
brick residence attached, together 
with the old stone spring-house, 
both of which no doubt were erect- 
ed bv Nicholas Hess. 

Previous to Nicholas Hess, ownership, this same tract of 113 
acres had been in possession of one (icorge Ruth, to whom it 
was surveyed October 4, 1744, and who, seven and one-half 
years later, April 13. 1752, vacated the same, returned it to the 
IVoprietarics, and settled on an adjoining tract, not having been 
able to comply with certain conditions contained in the Warrant. 

It was then that Nicholas got possession of the tract, to whom 
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a patent was granted by the Penns, August 21, 1752. This 
neighborly coincidence would indicate close friendship between 
these two men, and as George Ruth came from the Palatinate, 
Germany, in the ship Marlborough, landing at Philadelphia, 5>€p- 
tember 23, 1741, the supposition is that Nicholas Hess arrived 
on the same vessel. Further research among the records reveals 
the fact, that among the "foreigners imported on the ship Marl- 
borough who were qualified at Philadelphia, September 23, 1741," 
appear the names of Abraham Hess, Georg Ruth and Nicolas 
Siiss, In the ship's original list, however, these names are writ- 
ten, — Abraham Haisc, J care Ruth ami Michael Hess, It may 
be possible that Siiss is a typographical error, intended to be 
HesSj while Nicolas could readily be mistaken for Michael, Il- 
legible penmanship might also be responsible for such errors. It 
is also possible that being a refugee, he may have travelled under 
an assumed name. 

After the death of his wife, Nicholas boarded among his chil- 
dren. One very cold day in the month of January, 1800, he vis- 
ited his granddaughter, Mrs. Michael Frankenfield, oldest daugh- 
ter of his son, Philip Iless, who resided on what is known as the 
William II. Gruver homestead, one mile or more south of Spring- 
town. Remaining for .the night, Nicholas was placed on an im- 
provised bed near a warm stove and appeared in excellent health 
and spirits on retiring. During the night Mr. Frankenfield en- 
tered the room to renew the fire, at the same time inquiring of his 
guest as to his wants and comfort, and was told in reply, Ich 
rnhe gut" (I am resting well). The next morning, however, 
Nicholas was found a corpse in his bed. After holding an in- 
quest, the body was removed to his son, Conrad's residence, in 
Springtown, where the funeral was held. He was buried in the 
old part of the Springfield Church ])urying ground, having 
reached the age of 76 years. He is described as having been 
tall in stature, raw-boned, well proportioned, and a powerfully 
built man. 

Nicholas Hess was evidently a prominent antl influential citi- 
zen. He was one of six men who organized and established 
Springfield Church at its present site, and erected the first stone 
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building, in the year 1763. The church was founded in 1745, 
and originally a log building served as a place for worship. It 
stood at Pleasant Valley, one mile south of the present structure, 
on a site immediately in the rear of the old Lewis Ott home- 
stead, now the property of Clinton Cressman, which was a well 
known inn during colonial days, wherein Generals Washington 
and Lafayette were entertained on a certain occasion. 

In the year 1795, Nicholas I less being then the only surviving 
member of the *six original elders and trustees, in order to es- 
tablish a title, executed a deed, conveying the church property 
to the members of the Lutheran and German Reformed Congre- 
gations forever. 

Nicholas Hess was a member of the German Reformed con- 
gregation, and it is a notable fact, that his descendants are all 
loyal church people, and with few exceptions, of the same re- 
ligious persuasion. 

His wiiFe, Catharine, was a member of the Mennonite Church. 
She died in the year 1787, aged 61 years ; it is not known where 
her body is resting, but it is presumed by some that it was prob- 
ably interred at the Mennonite Meeting House, near Pleasant 
\^alley, Pa. Their children, five in number, were tall and muscu- 
lar like the father. They were: Conrad, Philip, Elizabeth, John 
George and Catharine.

For the laws of that country were strict and severe 
Against killing the hare, at all times of the year.

Showing wisdom and forethought, when in the year

To found Springfield Church, where for their sins to atone — 

The men's letters are carved on the old corner-stone.

As a helpmate and i)artner on the voyage of life, 
He took to himself Catharine Funk for a wife. 
This union was blessed with five children in time, — 
Conrad. IMiilij), I^lizabeth, John (ieorge and Catharine. 
In the year eighteen hundred, one cold winter day, 
He called on a grand-child, living not far away. 
Enjoying good health, on retiring for the night, 
He was found cold in death, upon return of day-light.

His son, Conrad, a farmer, at Springtown did dwell; 
Philip, in Lower Saucon, a farmer as well; 
Elizabeth, the wjfe of one Samuel Heidelman, 
Who marched to fight the Indians with General Sullivan. 
John Gcoryc, a miller, on Saucon Creek, at Iron Hill, 
Where he owned and operated a large grist mill. 
Catharine, the wife of Philij) Beysher became, — 
A school-master and musician of well-known fame. 

8. 
Klizal)eth I^Vanken field was the grand-child's name. 
Where Nicholas abided, when the death angel came; 
He was aged seventy-six, — reaching nearly four score, — 
His wife at sixty-one, died twelve years before. 
Their labors are long ended, they are under the sod. 
Their memory we cherish, they have gone to their (iod. 
That we all there might meet them, in the land bright and fair. 
Is our wish, our desire, our aim, and our i)rayer.

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Conrad, Philip,' George, Elizabeth & the representatives of Catharine 
Peisher, late Hess, Whereupon the Court did order that the high Sheriff 
of the County of Bucks taking with him twelve good & law^ful men of 
the County aforesaid should go to the lands in the Township of Spring- 
field whereof the said Nicholas Hess (who died Intestate) was at the 
time of his death seized, and there in the presence of the parties if they 
would be present upon warning given them, upon the oaths and affirma- 
tions of the same twelve men, view and divide the same lands and premises 
by an equal and just partition among all the heirs of the said Nicholas 
Hess, deceased & their representatives, &c. But if they should find that 
the same could not be divided without prejudice to and spoiling the 
whole, then by the oaths and affirmations of the same twelve men, the 
said Sheriff should cause a just valttation and appraisement^ to be made 
of the same, and make report thereof to the next Orphans' Court. And 
accordingly an Inquest Issued out of the same Court to the Sheriff of 
the County aforesaid returnable the fourth day of August, Eighteen 
Hundred. And, whereas Daniel Thomas, Esquire, High Sheriff of the 
County of Bucks aforesaid and Twelve Jurors by him for that purpose 
svsorn and confirmed on the same fourth day of August, Eighteen Hun- 
dred, made return under their hands & seals, that upon finding the said 
Lands would not divide as by the said writ specified without prejudice 
to and spoiling the whole, they had valued and appraised the asme at the 
sum of Six Hundred & Seventy pounds which valuation was by the said 
Court confirmed. And, Whereas the above named Conrad Hess on the 
seventh day of August, Eighteen Hundred, appeared in Court and prayed 
that the Lands aforesaid at the valuation aforesaid might be adjudged 
to him according to law in such cases made and provided. Whereupon 
it was considered by the Court that the Lands aforesaid, whereof the 
said Nicholas Hess was at the time of his death seized, should be adjudged 
& confirmed to the said Conrad Hess & his heirs in fee, upon his giving 
good and sufficient security for the true payment unto the several heirs 
of the said Nicholas Hess, deceased, and their representatives, their re- 
spective shares of the said valuation agreeably to the laws of the State. 
Whereupon the said Conrad Hess did bring and offer to the said Court, 
Jacob Fulmer & David Bursort as the good and sufficient security, who 
were by the Court accepted and approved for that special purpose. And, 
Whereas the raid Conrad Hess, Jacob Fulmer & David Burson have since 
Executed Bonds proper to the occasion. Therefore J dgment final that 
the lands aforesaid be adjudged and confirmed to the said Conrad Hess 
and heirs in fee simple, and to remain firm and stable forever. 
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1 CONRAD HESS, oldest child of Nicholas I less, was born 
in Springfield Township, Bucks County, Penna., January 22, 
1746. His wife, Anna Dorothy Frankenfield, daughter of Simon 
and Eve Frankenfield, whom he married June 13, 1769, was born 
in Springfield Township, August 15, 1751. It is said that the 
day following their marriage, the newly wedded couple went hay 
making to a relative named Funk, in Springfield Twp., and omit- 
ted the wedding tour, — a custom evidently not fashionable in 
those days. Conrad was a slK)emaker by trade, but after follow- 
ing the vocation for several years he took up farming, and in 
♦he year 1772 he purchased a tract of 155^ acres from Arnolt 
Eberhard in "der Wasser-gasse," Lower Saucon Township, 
Northampton County, Fa., for the sum of 260 pounds. Sub- 
sequently he purchased a farm "auf Druka-landt," (Dryland) 
north of l>ethlehem, Pa., but on learning that the title of the 
property was not good, he returned it to the previous owner, and 
on January 28, 1785, purchased from Abraham Funk, a tract 
of 158 acres and 95 perches, (a part of the original Wistar, and 
subsequent Twining tract), adjoining the west end of the village 
of Springtown, Pa., for the sum of 161 pounds, "lawful money 
of Penna." A monstrous spring near the buildings on the prem- 
ises is well known to travellers far and wide, and from which, in 
connection with a number of other large springs in the place, 
the village derives its name. In 1789, Conrad purchased an ad- 
joining tract of 107 acres and 99 perches from Julius Rosenber- 
ger for the sum of 800 pounds. The stone barn which he erected 
in 1794 is still standing in excellent condition. The old home- 
stead, which was in two parts, the north wing built of logs, and 
the south wing of stone, plastered and sanded, was abandoned 
about the year W)0 as unfit for a dwelling, and was occupied the 
following summer (1861) l)y Prof. Aaron S. Christine's Acad- 
emy, and Sunday School. A modern residence was erected on 
the same site in 1885 by the present owner of the property, Jacob 
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B. Pearson, whose wife, now deceased, was a great-granddaugh- 
ter of Conrad Hess. On January 9, 1816, Conrad sold tliis prop- 
erty to his son, Joseph, and moved on a tract of v32 acres, which 
he purchased May 11, 1807, from Henry Funk. Second, for and 
in consideration of the sum of five pounds, "as well as for divers 
other valuable considerations and causes them thereunto mov- 
ing,'' located in the centre of the village of Springtown, Pa., 
whereon he erected in the year 1807 a pointed stone house, known 
at that time as the "Mansion House." This house has ever since 
remained in the Hess name, and has been occupied successively 
by Conrad's son, George, his two grandsons, Solomon and Joseph 
R., and his three great-grandsons, Francis G., Addison J. and 
Quintus Hess, the latter being the present owner. The original 
tract had a frontage on Main street of forty-one rods, extending 
from the village hotel property west to Grace Church; the latter 
occupies the site pf the old log barn, that was dismantled in the 
year 1861. Christ Upion Church also occupies ground originally 
a part of this tract; the whole being also a part of the Wistar- 
Twining tract. Another tract in Springtown of 26 acres and 80 
perches, which Conrad Hess purchased fonn Peter Seiler in the 
year 1800, for the sum of 400 pounds, became the property of his 
grandson, Charles R. Hess, who is 1851 sold it to Manasses Guth, 
after whose death it was purchased by John K. Reidelman, of 
Lower Saucon Tsp., and for many recent years, has been the 
residence of John C. Eakin. 

In 1792, Conrad Hess purchased a tract of 134 acres adjoin- 
ing Springfield Church property from his brother-in-law, I^ilip 
Frankenfield, who bought it from Peter Shuck in 1786, to whom 
it was conveyed by Christian Shuck in 1763. Conrad sold this 
tract to his oldest son, George, from whose ownership it passed 
])y division to his two sons, Solomon and Tobias Hess. Conrad 
also sold ninety-six perches of this tract, in 1796, to the trustees 
of Springfield Church for the paltry sum of fi\t shillings. 

The story is related that when a yt)ung man of about twenty- 
six years, Conrad being then a member of Springfield Church, the 
pastor. Rev. Jacob Fyerman, having acquired a taste for the in- 
ebriating cup, became slightly intoxicated occasionally, and was 
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therefore requested to resign. When preaching his farewell 
sennun, he had prepared a list enumerating any gifts he had 
received from his parishioners duirng his pastorate, attaching 
the donor's name to each article. Announcing the name of Con- 
rad Hess as having given him "Nur cin halbcr Locb Brod" (only 
one-half loaf of bread) ; whereupon Conrad replied, '*Un das 
u'ln zu 7icl fiir dicli, dn Spitz-boo" (and that was too much for 
you, you rogue), at the same time rising to his feet, which caused 
the clergyman to cease from further reading, and descending 
from the "sugar-bowl" pulpit, started for the door. On the way 
out he encountered Conrad lless, who reaching from his pew, 
t(K)k hold of the pastor's coat tail, and ripped it off entirely. 
When he reached the door the reverend gentleman turned, saying, 
"///r miisst mir mcin Jahrs LoJui abcr dock bczahlcn, fiir ich Jiabc 
das Papier in mcincr Tasclic" (You must pay me my year's sal- 
ary, however, for I have the paper in my pocket), smiting his 
breast pocket. Some time afterwards, several of his members 
met him in a bar-room, overpowered him, threw him upon the 
floor and took the paper (a contract) he referred to, from his 
pocket, thrust it into the stove, and there the matter ended. 

After the death of his wife, which occurred February 16, 1821, 
Conrad made his home with his son, Joseph, at the old home- 
stead at Springtown, the balance of his life. H^ died March 16. 
1H32. at the advanced age of 86 years. Like his father, Conrad 
was a very tall and muscular man, over six feet in heighth, of 
splendid physique, possessing enormous physical strength. 1 fe 
and his wife lie buried side by side in the lless ^'corner'' of the 
old grave yard at Springfield Church, of which they were mem- 
bers. They raised a family of seven childien, in size all fashioned 
after the original lless pattern: 

(ieorge, Elizabeth, Mary Magdalene, Joseph. Catharine, Mar- 
garet and Susanna. 

2 PHILIP HF.SS, second child of Nicholas Hess, was born 
in Springfield Townshi]). May 1, 1750. He married a woman 
named Reifsnyder. of VUnt Hill, now Passer P. ()., lUicks Coun- 
ty, Pa., and moved with his brother, Conrad, to Dryland, North- 
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ampton County, Pa., where his wife died at the birth of her first 
child. Afterwards he returned to Bucks County and married a 
second wife, Mary Moyer, a Mennonite, and a woman of con- 
siderable means, who Hved with her step-father, Abraham 
SchleifFer, in ''Schlciffc/s thai," Springfield Twp., near his l>oy- 
hood home. Philip purdiased a tract of land in Lower Saucon 
Twp., Northampton County, Pa., known as the Andrew Ehr- 
hart farm, a mile or more east of Leithsville, but poor manage- 
ment in time, compelled him to sell the place and move into a 
tenement house in Springfield Twp., where his wife died, after 
which Philip became somewhat dissipated and gradually poor, 
and in his latter days made his home with his nephew, Joseph 
Hess, at Springtown, where he died in the year 1828. Philip 
Hess and his wife, Mary, lie buried in the Hess 'Vomer" of the 
burying grounds at Springfield Church. They raised a family 
of eight children: Elizabeth, Abraham, Samuel, Jacob, Jonas, 
John, Mary and Catharine. 

Phihp Hess served as a soldier in the Revolutionary army; he 
was a private in Sixth Company (from Springfield Township), 
under Captain Josiah Bryan, Third Pjattalion, Pennsylvania Mili- 
tia, Colonel John Keller, commanding, mustered into service May 
6, 1777, numbering fifty-five men exclusive of officers. 

It is not known that the Third Battalion participated in any 
engagements, or where it rendezvoused. The supposition is, that 
it was on duty for home defence, and to overawe the Tories. 
The records of the Pennsylvania Archives show that the name 
of Philip Hess was still on the muster roll October 1, 1781, and 
the. command in active service with Captain Chris. Wagoner, 
formerly First Lieutenant, in command of the company; Captain 
Josiah l>ryan having l^een promoted to Lieut. Colonel.

3 ELIZABETH HESS, third child of Nicholas Hess, born 
in Springfield Townsihip, Bucks County, Pa., January 4, 1753, 
was married to Samuel Beidelman, also of Springfield Twp., born 
October 9, 1750; he was a son of Elias Beitelman, one of the 
early settlers. Elias was born in the Palatinate, Germany. Sep- 
tember 27 , 1707 y came to America on the ship "Thistle," landing 
at Philadelphia, August 29, 1730, and settled in Springfield Town- 
ship about the y^ar 1748, where he became the possessor of a 
tract -oi 607 acres of land on Squooks (Cooks) Creek, near 
Pleasant Valley, Bucks County, Pa. In the year 1759, he erected 
a grist mill with a residence attached, all under one roof, known 
for many years afterwards as Samuel Mann's mill, and more 
recently as Hawk's Mill, which is still standing. Elias Beitel- 
man died October 25. 1781. and lies buried in Springfield Church 

burying-ground by the side of his wife, Anna Maria , 

who died February 15. 1795, aged 80 years. 

On the same shi|) with F^lias Beitelman, came also Dietrich and 
F'elte Beitelman, evidently three brothers. 

Dietrich Beitelman was born in Germany, June 15, 1709. In 
the year 1741 he obtained a patent for 144 acres of land in F2x- 
eter Township, r»erks County. Pa. He died F^ebruary 16, 1793, 
and lies buried at Shalter's Church, Alsace Twp., Berks County, 
Pa. 

Felte or J^alentine Beitelman was born in Germany and settled 
in Eower ^lilford Township. Bucks County, Pa. His son, Val- 
entine, served in the Lower Milford Militia, under Captain Henry 
Iluber, during the Revolutionary War. He left descendants, as 
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the records show that in the year 1779, Leonard Beidelman, of 
the same township, was assessed for 150 acres, and also for three 
single men, namely, David, Jacob and Elias Beidelman, who were 
probably sons or grandsons of Felte. 

Elias Bcitchnan, the third of the three brothers, had seven 

V 

sons: Valentine, Jacob, Leonard, Adam, John, Samuel and 
Abraham, one of whom, quite probably Leonard, settled in Lower 
Saucon Township, one mile south of Ilellertown, on what in later 
years was known at the ITartman farm and more recently as the 
Jacob KaufFman homestead. Located in a field about 200 yards 
south of the farm buildings, is the old Ikidelman family burying- 
place, with the wall surrounding it, all fallen down, containing 
a number of sepulchres, as evidenced by rude, moss-covered head 
stones, two of which still bear legible inscriptions, as follows :

VALENTINE BEIDELMAN, oldest son of Elias Beidel- 
^ man, evidently settled at Phillipsburg, N. J. A grist mill 
known as Valentine Beidelman's mill formerly stood at what 
is now (ireen's bridge, in the lower end of Phillipsburg. 

JACOB BEIDELMAN, born Sept. 26, 1737; died Nov. 14, 
1805, was a resident of Nockamixon Township, and served as 
Justice of the Peace for nearly 40 years, (1763 to 17%). He 
was a Sergeant in Cai)tain Jacob Shoop's Company of Bucks 
County Militia in the Revolutionary Army. He lies buried at 
Tohickon Church, Bucks County, Pa. John Beidelman, born 
April 26, 1775. died August 13, 1806, who is buried at the same 
place, is no doubt a son. John had three children : Ephraim, 
of Springfield, born June 10, 1804, Jesse, of Nazareth, and one 
daughter. 

LEONARD BEIDELMAN resided in Springfield and also 
in L. Saucon Twp. Daniel Beidelman, born Nov. 16, 1749, 
who served as I'^irst Lieut, in Captain Jacob Wagner's Com- 
pany of Northampton County militia in the Revolutionary 
Army, was evidently his son. One of Daniel's 'sons, John 
Beidelman, married Mary Catharine Hess, daughter of Con- 
rad Hess. 

ADAM BEIDELM.XN married Catharine Larich. who 
was born March 4, 1751, died Nt)v. 6, 17S5. They resided in 
Springfield Twp. where Adam owned a tract of 194 acres,

now comprising the farms of William H. Gruver and David 
F. Hess. He served as Second Lieut, in Captain Josiah Bry- 
an's Company of Bucks County militia in the Revolutionary 
Army, l^oth buried at Springfield Church burying ground. 

JOHN BEIDELMAX, born March 19, 1749; died I)ecend)er 
5, 1770; buried at Springlield Church burying ground. 

ABRAHAM BEIDKLMAX was a potter by trade and plied 
his vocation at Springtown, Pa., where he o\\'Tred a tract of 23 
acres which he purchased from Conrad He.ss. 

SAMUEL BEIDELMAN, the subject of this sketch, mar- 
ried ELIZABETH HESS. 

Samuel Beidelnian and his wife first took up their residence 
at the west end of the village of Springtown, Pa., on the prop- 
erty which afterwards became the Conrad Hess homestead, now 
owned and occupied by Jacob H. Pearson. Samuel was a i)otter 
by trade, and the pottery where he was employed stood on a site 
near the road, immediately south of I^earson's front yard, now- 
occupied by the vegetable garden of the adjoining property. Sub- 
sequently, Samuel moved to his brother Adam's place, formerly 
owned by his father, IClias l)eidelman, known of late years as 
the William IL (Iruvcr homestead, about one and one-half miles 
south of the village of Springtown, where he started a tannery. 
Being a shiftless kind of a man, he left the hides to rot in the 
vats, and in the course of a few vears he failed. He then rented 
a farm in Northampton County, near I*laston, and subsequently 
took possession of a tract of 278 acres owned by his father. I^^lias 
P>eidelman, located in what was then Lower Smith field Town- 
ship, afterwards Chestnut Hill Township, in Xorthampton Coun- 
ty, now a part of Monroe County, Pa., which he purchased from 
the estate in 1783. During the latter period of the Revolutionary 
War, Samuel joined (ieneral Sullivan's army of over 3000 men, 
when that command marched from P'aston, Pa., in August, 1779, 
against the '*Six Nations," or lnH|uois Indians, to drive them 
from the Wyoming valley region, where they had perpetrated the 
dreadful mas.sacre the year previous. 

The Indians and tories under their ferocious leaders. John.son, 
Colonel Butler and the half breed Indian, llrandt, had abandoned 
the Wyoming region, then known as "Kingston Flats," and ad- 
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vancecl into the Chemung \'alley in the state of New York, and 
there fortified themselves by throwing up an extensive entrench- 
ment along the Chemung River, at a point now known as Low- 
mans, about seven miles southeast of "Xewtown," now Elmira, 
where Sullivan attacked them, and after more than two hours' 
fierce fighting, the terrified savages were completely routed, and 
fied in disorder to the forests, (ieneral Sullivan's army utterly 
destroyed all their villages, forty in number, burned a great 
quantity of corn, leaving no trace of vegetation behind. The 
valley, which before was a veritable Eden, now presented a deso- 
late wilderness. Several days afterwards the army returned over 
the same route, which led through the Wind Gap, known to this 
day as "Sullivan's Road," reaching Easton, its starting point, 
( )ct()l>er 15, 1779, where a thanksgiving service was held October 
17, when General Washington congratulated the army on General 
Sullivan's success. A rude ston€ monument having an interior 
stairway leading to the top, stands on the summit of a high hill 
north of Lowmans overlooking the valley where the battle oc- 
curred. A huge granite boulder was erected in the village of

Samuel Beidelman. evidentlv charmed bv the beautiful coun- 
try, emigrated to Chemung \ 'alley, five years afterwards, 1784, 
and settled near the scene of his adventure with, the Indians, 
where with the aid of his children, who grew up and were in- 
dustrious, he ultimately accumulated considerable i)roperty. It 
has been stated that Mr. I>eidelman claimed no credit for his 
success in life, and was frequently heard to remark, that **it was 
not by his own industry that he ever became possessed of any 
means," but attributed it all to his industrious children, lie was 
one of the earliest settlers in the Chemung Valley, and on Augu.4 
LS, 1793, purchased a tract of 183 acres on the banks of the Che- 
mung River, near the village of Chemung, in Chemung I'ounty, 
X^w York, about three miles east of the battle-ground, for the 
consideration of $1875.00. The farm remained in the Heidcl- 
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man family for more than a century, having passed from Samuel 
to his son, Jacob, in the year 1812, then in succession to his grand- 
son, Henry, and great-grandson, James F. Beidelman, who owned 
the portion on which the old homestead is located, until the year 
1906, when it passed to the ownership of one John Stermer. 
Another portion was owned by Samuers son, John Beidelman, 
who sold it to his brother-in-law, Henry Snell, and is now owned 
by Fletcher \V. Snell, a great grandson of Samuel Beidelman. 
A third f>ortion was owned by Samuel's two daughters, Eliza- 
beth and Rosanna Beidelman, both single, after whose death it 
became the i)roperty of Henry Snell's son, (iordon Snell, and is 
now owned by one Emmet West fall. 

Samuel Beidelman died April 16, 1836, aged 85 years, 6 months 
and 7 days; his wife preceded him, her death having occurred 
November 28, 1833, aged 82 years, 6 months and 11 days, as 
inscribed on their tombstones in Riverside Cemetery, which is 
beautifully located on Chemung River road, about one-quarter 
mile from their homestead. 

They raised a family of ten children : Abraham, Margaret, 
Jacob, Catharine, Isaac, Samuel, John, Elizabeth, Rosanna and 
Christian. 

4 JOHN GEORGE HESS, fourth child of Nicholas Hess, 
was born in Springfield Township, Bucks County, Pa., April 18, 
1760. His wife, Elizabeth Knepley, of Tohickon Creek, (which 
is the boundarv line between Havcock and Bcdminster Town- 
ships), Bucks County, Pa., was born April 2, 1762. John George 
Hess was a miller by trade, and for a while operated what is 
known at present as Ehrhart's Mill, on Saucon Creek, near Bin- 
gen, in Lower Saucon Township, Northampton County, Pa. 
Afterwards he leased what was then known as Andrew Ohl's 
mills, on Saucon Creek, two miles north of 1 lellertown. Pa., near 
Iron Hill railroad ])ridge, where he cfmductcd a prosperous busi- 
ness for a number of vears. On Mav 27 , 1805, he purchased 
these mills, consisting of a grist mill, and a cKner seed mill near 
by, together witli the farms belonging theret(^. consisting of two 
tracts, one of 74 acres and 54 perclies. and the other of 117 acres, 
all for the sum of 2500 pounds. The 74-acre tract was patented 
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by the Penns to James Cruickshank, who, by indenture bearing 
date May 1, 1773, granted the same to Jesse J-onas, by whom it 
was conveyed to Andrew Ohl, April 1, 1784. The other tract 
was patented to Andrew Ohl, June 15, 1787. After. retiring from 
active business, John George Hess sold both mills and farm to 
his sons, John and Joseph, jointly, who in the year 1840 erected 
a new mill (the present building), which has until recent years 
been known as "Hess' Mill." 

John George Hess' death occurred April 9, 1848, and that of 
his wife, May 28, 1847. They were members of Lower Saucon 
Church, and both lie buried in the grave yard adjoining. They 
raised a family of nine children : Jacob, George, John, Catharine, 
William, Elizabeth, Joseph, Charles and Samuel. 

5 Cy\THARINE HESS, fifth and youngest child of Nicholas 
I less, was born in Springfield Township, Bucks County, Pa., De- 
cember 21, 1767. She was married to Philip Peisher or Beysher, 
of Tohickon Creek Valley, Bedminster Twp., Bucks Co., Pa. 
The Beysher and the Knepley families were near neighbors at 
Tohickon Creek. Philip Beysher and his wife took up their resi- 
dence in the vicinity of his old home, where Mr. Beysher fol- 
lowed his vocation as a school master. He also made use of 
his musical talent by conducting singing schools. 

According to the records remaining in the Orphans' Court at 
Doylestown, Pa., Catharine died prior to the year 1800, leaving 
five children, namely, George, Samuel, Henry, Elizabeth and 
Anthony, for whom their uncle, Conrad Hess, was appointed 
guardian. It is said that subsequently Mr. Beysher and all his 
children emigrated to the West, where they settled permanently. 
Nothing is known of their descendants, and the Beysher name 
is extinct at Tohickon Creek X'alley. 

Cornelius Beysher, residing at »South Bethlehem, Pa., furnished 
the following record, but it sheds no l.ight on the Philip Beysher 
family : 

JoiTAN Adam Bevscher, born Oct. 16, 1768, died April 
2S, 1847; buried at Tohickon Church, Bucks County, Penna. 
He was probably a brother of Philip Beysher. 
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Jacob Beysher, lK)rn Feb. 8, 1783, died Feb. 20, 1860; 
buried at Keller's Church, Bucks County, Penna., was no 
doubt also a brother of I'hilip Beysher. Jacob had a son,

1 GEORGE HESS, oldest child of Conrad Hejrs, was born 
in S|)ringlield Township, l>ucks County, Pa., May 19, 1770. He 
married Elizabeth Riegel, youngest daughter of Benjamin Riegel, 
Sr., a prominent resident of Lower Saucon Twp., Northampton 
County, Pa. Elizabeth was born March 16, 1773. They settled 
on a farm adjoining Springfield Church, owned by Conrad Hess, 
which George afterwards purchased, and erected, in the year 
1812, the handsome stone buildings still standing on the place. 
When Solomon I less, one of his son«, commenced farming, he 
took possession of the place, and George moved to Springtown, 
Pa., into the Conrad Hess ** Mansion," which he purchased from 
the estate in April, 1832, and continued to live there the balance 
of his life. His death occurred December 23, 1847. His wife 
died June 18, 1849; both lie buried in the Hess "corner" of 
S|)ringfield Church burving-ground. They raised a family of 
ten children: Elizabeth, Joseph R., David R.. Catharine, Hannah, 
Solomon, Charles R., Tobias, Anna and George R. 

2 ELIZA P>ETH HESS, second child of Conrad Hess, was 
born in Sjiringficld 7\)wnship, Pucks County, Pa., Eebruary 6, 
1772; died June . ., 1860. She was married to John Knecht, of 
Durham 1\vp.. lUuks Co., Pa., born August 27, 1770; died De- 
cember 9, 1842; both lie buried in Springfield Church burying 
ground. Mr. Knecht was engaged in farming, but in later years 
he comlucted a tavern at Sj^^ringtown, known as the "White 
Horse Inn," which in 1867 became the residence of Lt. Col. Edw. 
T. Hess, and in 1890 Jacob lless became the owner. Mr. Knecht 
purchased the i)roperty April 22, 1822, for $1800.00. The 
same had been conveyed by previous owners one to the other as 
follows : 

To George Weiss, inn-keeper, December 1. 1811. for 1325 pounds. 
To Adam Romig, miller, April 13, 1807, for 840 pounds, who 
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erected the west wing of the house in 1807 or '08 and conduct- 
ed a general store and tavern'. 

To Abraham Chapman, of Newtown Twp., November 7, 1806, 
"for and in consideration of the love and affection his father- 
in-law, Dr. Hugh Meredith and wife had and bore unto the 
said Abraham Chapman, and for the furtherance of him In 
business/' and also for and in consideration of the sum of 
five shillings. 

To Dr. Hugh Meredith, of Warwick Twp., June 1, 1806, for 
750 pounds. 

To John Brock, merchant, and Jonas Kirk, blacksmith, jointly, 
April 5, 1791, for 312 pounds. They divided the tract, which 
originally contained 49 acres and 126 perches; Mr. Brock ac- 
cepted the west portion containing 26 acres and 10 perches, — 
the Inn property. 

To Michael Fackenthal, Sr., June 19, 1789. 

To Thomas Craig, yeoman, May 10, 1783. 

To William Armstrong, blacksmith, March 5, 1783, for 300 
])ounds. A warrant of survey was granted to Mr. Armstrong, 
April 11, 1750, but owing to arrearages of purchase money 
and interest, the tract, then known as "Armstrong's Lot," was 
not patented to him until March 5, 1783. 

An old stone building on the same premises used for stabling, 
stood immediately east of the inn, very close to the street, and 
was cleared away about the year 1864. It was no doubt originally 
a blacksmith shop, as several individuals plying that vocation had 
I)rcviously owned the property. Mr. and Mrs. Knecht had no 
children, but they raised an adopted daughter, Christiana Fack- 
enthal, born March 12, 1816, died February 7, 1888. She was 
the wife of Joseph M. Frey, usually known as "der roth Joe 
JMxy," farmer, of Springfield Township, Bucks County, Pa., 
born November 15, 1813, died January 26, 1894. 

After relinquishing the hotel business, being fond of com- 
pany, Knecht's kept "open houst," where the young people of 
the neighborhood usually gathered in the evening and on Sun- 
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day afternoon for a good time in innocent fun and amusement, 
which the old couple likewise enjoyed.

Know ye that in consideration of the monies heretofore paid by Wm. 
Armstrong to the late Proprietaries at the granting of the Warrant here- 
inafter mentioned and of the sum of Fifteen Pounds, Six Shillings & 
four Pence lawful Money paid by the said William Armstrong into the 
Receiver General's Office of this Commonwealth, being the Arrears of 
purchase Money and Interest due thereon, there is granted by the said 
Commonwealth unto the said William Armstrong, A Certain tract of 
Land called Armstrong's "Lott," situate in Springfield Township, Bucks 
County, Beginning at a Corner Stone of John Chapman's Land standing 
in the middle of Road, thence by said Chapman's Land North ninety-six 
Perches to a Corner Chestnut Tree, thence by the same and Thomas 
Moffet's Land East eighty-eight Perches to a Corner Stone, thence by 
said Moffitt's and Jacob Kooker's Land South, ninety-six Perches to a 
Stone set for a Corner Standing in the above said Road, thence along 
the same by Land of Casper Wistar, West eighty-eight Perches to the 
first mentioned Stone and Place of Beginning, Containing Forty-nine 
Acres and three-quarters and allowance of six P. Cent for Roads, &c. — 
with the Appurtenances* (Which said Tract of Land was Surveyed by 
Virtue of a Warrant dated the Eleventh day of April, 1750, granted to 
the said William Armstrong). To have and to hold the said Tract or 
Parcel of Land with the Appurtenances unto the said William Armstrong 
and his Heirs, to the use of the said William Armstrong his Heirs and 
Assigns forever — free and Clear of all restrictions and Reservations as 
to Mines, Royalties, Quit Rents, or otherwise, excepting and Reserving 
only the fifth part of all Gold and Silver ore for the use of this Com- 
monwealth to be delivered at the Pitt mouth clear of all Charges.

3 MARY MAGDALENE HESS, born in Lower Saucon 
Township, Northampton County, Pa., March 28, 1774, was mar- 
ried to George Amey, of Springfield Township, Bucks County, 
Pa. 

A])out the year 1807 or *08, after having resided in Spring- 
field Township for twelve years or more, they removed just 
across the river to (jreenwich Township, Warren County, New 
Jersey, remaining there five or six years. About the year 1814, 
they emigrated to I-uzerne County, Penna., and settled in what 
was then known as **r>eech Woods," where Mr. Amey was em- 
ployed in felling timber, and, it is said, was accidentally killed 
by a falling tree in the year 1826. He occupied a tract of 200 
acres in b'ranklin Township (near Wyoming), Luzerne County, 
]\'i., having purchased the same when land was cheap, which he 
partly cleared of timber, with the |)roceeds of which he erected 
farm buildings. 11ie first Methodist camp-meeting in that dis- 
trict was held in a grove on his premises, and continued at the 
same place every season for a number of years. After Mr. 
.Amey's death the tract passed to the ownership of Samuel Hur- 
ling, Urbain Dilley and Charles Parrish, successively, the latter 
being the present owner. Mary Magdalene, his wife, died in 
l-'ebruary, 1820. when her youngest child, Elizabeth, was but 
two weeks old. Mr. and Airs. Amey both lie buried in Carverton 
Cemetery, Carverton, Luzerne Co., Pa., near Wyoming. Their 
graves are unmarked. After Mr. Amey's death, the fivQ young- 
est children were taken to I kicks County by their brother. David 
Amey, in "corn-husking time" and placed in charge of their 
grandfather, Conrad lless, at Springtown, Pa., who secured 
homes for them among near relatives. 

(ieorgc and Mary Magdalene Amey's family consisted of ten 
children : Susanna, Margaret, Anna or Nancy, Abner, David, 
Juliana, Conrad, Mary Magdalene, Roswell and Elizabeth. 

4 JO.SFJMl in^.SS. son of Conrad Hess, generally known as 
"iier )\>.sv/>/," was born in "der Wasser-gasse," Lower Saucon 
Twp., Northampton Co.. Pa., April 25. 1776. He married Maria 
Catharine Weaver, daughter of George Adam and Barbara Weav- 
er, also of Lower Saucon Twp., Northampton Co., Pa. She was 
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born December 15, 1780. They occupied the old homestead adjoin- 
ing the village of Springtown, Pa., which Joseph purchased from 
the estate, January 9, 1816. Joseph was a self-educated man, 
of more than ordinary intelHgence, and was held in high esteem 
in the community. He was by profession a musician, was leader 
of an orchestra and choir in Springfield Church, and followed the 
profession of teaching music for many years. After his death, 
liis son Isaac succeeded him as choir-leader. Joseph was also a 
well-known schoohnaster before the enactment of the public 
school system. His princial occupation, however, was farming, 
which he followed until his death, which occurred March 25, 
1837. His wife died December 6, 1846, and their bodies rest side 
by side in the Hess **corner" of Springfield Church grave yard. 
They had six children : Abigail, Susanna, Rev. Isaac, Jacob, Ann 
and David \V. 

5 MARY CATHARINE HESS, born in Lower Saucon Twp., 
Northampton County, Pa., May 17, 1778, was married to John 
Heidclman, farmer, of the same Township, born April 22, 1781. 
He was a son of Daniel P.eidelman, born Nov. 16, 1749, who 
served as First Lieut, in lilighth Company, Captain Jacob Wagner, 
P'irst liattalion, Northampton County Militia, in the Revolution- 
ary Army. 

Daniel was a nephew of Samuel Beidelman, the 'Tndian fight- 
er," whose wife was a daughter of Nicholas Hess. 

John Rcidelman purchased a farm in New I»ritain Township, 
Hucks Countv, Pa., near lunmtainville. where he and his wife 
ended their days. Mr. IJcidelman died ^larch 20, 1852, and his 
wife's death occurred October 26, 1856; both were buried at St. 
Peter's Lutheran and Reformed church burying-ground, Hill- 
town, Bucks County, Pa. They raised five children : Catharine, 
Eliza, Israel, Joseph II. and Frederica. 

6 ^MARGARET HI^SS, daughter of Conrad Hess, was born 
October 21, 1783, died March 2?, 1868. She was married to 
John Amey, farmer, born near Bursonville, in Springfield Town- 
ship. Bucks County, Pa., November 7, 1779, died June 29, 1849; 
both buried in Springfield Church burying ground. John, who 
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was a brother of George Aniey, occupied the old Amcy home- 
stead, known as **Fairview Farm," near Bursonville, Pa., where 
he was quite successful,, so much so that he became the possessor 
of two other vakiable tracts in that vicinity. They raised a fam- 
ily of nine children : Isaac, Levi, Susanna, Rebecca, EHzabeth, 
John, Hanfiah, J. George and Joseph. 

7 SUSANNA IIESS, youngest child of Conrad Hess, was 
born at Springtown, Pa., January 7, 1786. She never was mar- 
ried, and for many years after the death of her parents, she made 
her home with her nephew, Israel Beidelman, a bachelor farmer, 
residing at Fountainville, Rucks County, Pa. After Israel Beidel- 
man's death, in 1868, Susanna Hess returned to Springtown, 
where she and her niece, Catharine Beidelman, purchased the 
premises, now the property of Thomas H. Seifert, where Susanna 
died S<„^pteml)er 12, 1877, having reached the marvellous age of 
*)1 years, 8 months and 5 days. Her body rests in the Hess 
"corner" of Springfield Church burying-ground.

1 laTZAr.KTII IIESS, oldest child of Philip Hess, was born 
in Springfield Township, Bucks County, Pa., September 18, 1779; 
died April 12, 1850. On August 10, 1798, she was married to 
Michael I^>ankcnfield, of the same township, born I'ebruary 4, 
I772;^dicd September 6, 1844. Both lie buried in Springfield 
Church burying ground. Michael was a son of Adam Franken- 
field, who was born on the ocean while his parents, Simon and 
Va'c b>ankenfield, were on their voyage to America in 1748. 
Thcv were natives of Nassau, in the Rhine River vallcv, Ger- 
many, sailed from Rotterdam on the ship **FJliot," and landed 
at Philadelphia, C)ct()ber 2?, 1748. They settled on a tract of 
land in Springfield Township, on a branch of Cook's Creek. 
Simon died in 17^-0, and lies buried at Si)ringfiel(l Church; a 
rude head-stone marks the spot inscribed S F 1700.

Eleven children. 

HENRY, born in Nassau, Germany. Settled in Nockamix- 
on Twp„ Bucks Co., Pa. He was a soldier in Captain Jacob 
Shoop's Company of Militia in the Revolutionary .Army. 

ADAM, born on shipboard in 1748; died Feb. 15, 1832. He 
was also a soldier in the Revolutionary Army, under Captain 
Josiah Bryan, of Springfield Militia. He married Catharine 
, and raised seven children: Henry, MICH- 
AEL, Leonard, Abraham, Jacob, Philip and Catharine who 
married George Gruver. 

Married second wife, Elizabeth Strawsnittcr. Eight chil- 
dren : Anna Margaret, Samuel, Elizabeth, Isaac, Eve, Susanna, 
Simon and Christiana. 

Married third wife, Adam and his 

three wives are all buried at Springfield Church. 

LEONARD, born in Spirngfield Twp. and resided in 
Springtown many years. 

ANNA DOROTHY, born in Springfield Twp. Aug. 15, 
1751 ; died Feb. 16, 1821 ; was married to Conrad Hess, of 
Springtown, Pa. 

^LARIA, born in Springfield Twp. Sept. 5, 1753; died Ai)ril 
10, 1835; was married to Andrew Overpeck, of Springfield, 
born Aug. 15, 1743; died Dec. 15, 1828. Both buried at Spring- 
field Church. 

^L'\RY, born in Springfield Twp.; was married to David Gary. 

MICHAEL FRANKEXFIELD, husband of Elizabeth Hess, 
commenced farming on what has for many years been the W'il- 
Ham IL CJruver homestead, about one and one-half miles south 
of the village of Springtown, Pa. His father, Adam Franken- 
lield. having been a large land-owner, who died February 15, 1832,, 
directed in his Will that "his two Plantations, and several wckxI 
lots thereunto belonging, should be valued and appraised by five 
men to be chosen by his Executors, and either of his eight sons, 
beginning with the eldest, should have the right and privilege of 
taking one of said Plantations or farms at the valuation." Adam 
af)pointed three of his sons. Plenry, Michael and Simon, to be the 
Executors in his Will. The ICxccutors appointed (George Cyphert, 
Jonas Cressman, Andrew Ap[)le, Peter Stever and Tobias Clruv- 
er as appraisers. By a report of the valuation, made the 31st 
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day of October, 1832, the oldest son, Henry, accepted the old 
homestead, located on the west side of Bethlehem Road, oppo- 
site Springfield Church, and Michael, who was the second son. 
accepted the other farm, adjoining Springfield Church property, 
on the east side, where he lived and [)rospcred the remainder of 
his days. Michael and l^lizabeth I less Frankenfield raised a 
family of nine children : Adam, Catharine, Valentine, Elizabeth, 
Jacob, Michael. Jr., Mary Ann, Eve and William II. 
2 AHRAIIAM 11 ESS. second child of Philij) Hess, was born in 
Springfield Twp., about the year 1781. He had one son. 

I Lewis Aimm-E, born August 13, 1808. Kept hotel (Citi- 
zen's House), at Doylestown, Pa., and later at Line Lexing- 
ton, Pa., where he died December 19, 1873; buried at Hill- 
town Church Cemetery. lUicks County, Pa. His wife, Anna 
Rohn, died at Doylestown, Pa., in 1847. They had one son. 

1 Preston R. Apple, born Nov. 17, 1844; died Dec. 2. 
1897. Single. He continued the hotel business at Line 
Lexington, after his father's death, until 1890. 

Lewis Apim.e married a second wife, ^Matilda Ott, his 
cousin, who was his housekeeper. JShe was born March 23, 
1826, died Aug. 1, 1897; buried at Hilltown Church Ceme- 
tery. They had three children :

3 .^AMUbT. IIE.SS, third child of PhiH]) Hess, was born in 
Springfield Twj). about the year 1783. He married Elizabeth 
Rinker. daughter of Henry Rinker, t)f Mint Hill, Springfield 
Twp., P.ucks C\)uiny. Pa., and fc^llowed day-laboring. Three 
children were born: Solomon, Catharine and infant daughter. 
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Samuel married a second wife, Mrs. Maria Reiss, nee Weaver, 
widow of Simeon Reiss. She was born near Wasser-gassc, 
Lower Saucon Twp., Northampton County, Pa., December 22y 
\772\ died January 24, 1881. having reached the extraordinary 
age of 108 years. She Hes buried in Lower Saucon Church bury- 
ing ground. Samuel Hess was addicted to strong drink, and 
neither of his wives continued to live with him. In his latter 
years he made his home with Mrs. Cliristina Cyphert. relict of 
Wilhehn Cyphert, who resided in a little log house which stood 
directly opposite Christ Church, at Springtown, Pa. Samuel died 
about the year 1852. 

4 JACOB IlESS, son of Philip ITess, was \yon\ near Spring- 
town, Pa., July 2Z, 1786. On March 18. 1806, he married Mary 
Muschlitz, born in Lehigh County, Pa., May 12, 1786. died April 
2, 1861. They lived in a kg house on a small tract on Flint Hill, 
in Springfield Twp., Bucks Co., Pa., near the intersection of 
Springtown road and Hellertown road, and followed farming. 
Jacob served in the War of 1812-14 as a private under Capt. 
Abraham Shafer, Penna. Militia, Second IVigade, Second Di- 
vision, Lieut. Colonel Christian J. Hutter. commanding, stationed 
at Marcus Hook, on the Delaware River below Philadelphia, 
where they were quartered in an old church. This Company 
numbered 1 10 men exclusive of officers. After being honor- 
ably discharged, Jacob returned home and was stricken down 
with typhoid fever, which he no douljt contracted while in the 
service, confining him to his bed for 22 weeks. He recovered 
and lived to the age of 76 years. His death took place June 4, 
1862, and lies buried by the side of his wife, in ( Appel's) Xcw 
Jerusalem Church burying-ground, Leithsville, Pa. They had 
eleven children, two having died in infancy: John, Peter, Sarah, 
Elizabeth.

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5 JONAS HESS, son of Philip Hess, generally known as **der 
Yo-ny" Hess, was born near Springtown, Pa., in the year 1787. 
His wife, Mary Black, who was said to have been a Scotch 
woman, was born in the year 1790. They first settled at Burson- 
ville, Bucks County, Pa., on what is now the Newton Stover 
fami. The old log farm house, long since dismantled, stood back 
from the road, south of the present farm buildings, near a spring, 
indicated at the present time by a clump of trees. They after- 
wards occupied a farm south of Springtown, owned at that time 
by Jonas' uncle, Conrad Hess, later known as the Jacob Hess 
farm. Several years afterwards they moved into a log tenement 
house, about one and one-half miles southwest of the village 
of Springtown, a short distance in thp rear of John Moyer's 
farm buildings, accessible by a lane leading in from Flint Hill 
road, afterwards owned and occupied by David Gross, who sold 
the property to John Deaterly. The house was torn down in 
1869. About the year 1832 or 33, Jonas emigrated with his 
family to Ohio, and after residing at different places in that 
state, finally settled at Prospect, Marion County, and followed 
day-laboring. His death occurred April 21, 1842, by drowning, 
while fishing in Scioto River near his home. His wife died 
September 8, 1841. Both lie buried in Prospect Cemetery, which 
is beautifully located on the banks of Scioto River, at Prospect, 
Ohio.

1 JACOB IIESS, oldest child of John (Icorge Pless, was born 
in Lower Saucon Towns-hip, Northampton Co., Pa., November 
1(), 1786, died in Bethlehem Township, May 3, 1869, and was 
buried at Altonah Church. I le married I^Iizabeth F.erch, born 
in Lower Saucon Township, March 18, 1780, died July 8. 1849. 
She lies buried at Lower Saucon Church. Jacob followed farm- 
ing and purchased a tract of 127 acres immediately north of 
Bethlehem, where he became quite prosperous. Jacob was very 
fond of music, and ix)ssessed in a marked degree, the musical 
abilitv for which the Germans as a race are so famous. Earlv 
in life he became chorister at T-ower Saucon church, and, although 
residing at North Bethlehem, he was ever faithful to his duty at 
Lower Saucon, and continued to preside as organist and as chor- 
ister, until old age compelled to relinquish the i)()sition, after hav- 
ing served in that capacity for a period of over fifty years, — a re- 
markable record of fidelity to duty, and of approval of his work 
by the congregation. 

Jacob and Klizabeth Hess raised six children: Charles, Re- 
becca, Sarah, Mary Ann, Thomas II. and b'rancis Jacolx 

2 (iKORGI^^ IIESS, JR., second child of John George lless, 
was born in Lower Saucon Township, July 26, 1788, and early 
in life moved to Easton, Pa. He married Mary Magdalene Beyl, 
also of Lower Saucon Township, born r»)ruary 9, 1790; died 
at I'^aston, Pa., December 14, 1837. George Hess, Jr., was by 
profession a surveyor and conveyancer, and in the year 1832 he 
was appointed Borough Surveyor of luiston, Pa., which office 
he held the balance of his life. In 1835 he was appointed by 
(Governor Wolf as Register of Wills, to fill an unexpired term 
of two years. He was a prominent citizen in his time, and was 
elected Associate Judge of Northampton County in the year 1839, 
serving creditably for ten years. He was the first Chief Burgess 
elected when Easton was incorporated as a l>orough, in 1836, and 
was re-elected in 1837, and again in 183*> and 18()0. He was also 
Recorder of Deeds of the county for one term. Retiring and 
unobtrusive in his manner, and unquestioned for his integrity, 
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he gained the confidence of the entire community. Judge Hess 
was a man of striking appearance, over six feet in height, broad 
shcnildcred, fuII-chestcd, erect, and of magnificent physique. Dur- 
ing the pohtical campaign of 18(^)0, Judge Hess acted as escort 
to Hon. Stephen A. Douglas, Democratic candidate for President 
of the United States, during his visit to Easton, Pa. Mr. Douglas 
was an exceedingly fine lookmg man, and as the two men were 
sitting side by side in the barouche, the question w^as freely dis- 
cussed as to which of them was the most attractive. Judge George 
Hess died at Easton, Pa., May 6. 1861, and was buried by the 
side of his wife, in Easton Cemetery. They bad eight children: 
Elizabeth. Hannah, Letitia, Owen William. George F., Samuel 
]>., Mary Ann and Ellen Dorothy. Three of whom died in in- 
fancy. 

George Hess, Jr., was Captain of Fourteenth Company, First 
Regiment, Pennsylvania V^olunteer Riflemen, Colonel Thomas 
Humphreys, commanding. This regiment consisted of seventeen 
companies recruited in Northampton County. Company Four- 
teen being from Low-er Saucon Township, previously known as 
the ** Saucon Rangers," numbering forty-eight men exclusive of 
ofticers! 

The company marched to Marcus Hook, Pa., on the Delaw^are 
River, below Philadelphia, was on duty during the second war 
with Great P>ritain, in 1812, and was inspected and discharged 
from service at Camp DuPont, December 12, 1814. The march 
began at Easton, Pa., halting at a tavern in Philadelphia for the 
night. The tavern-keeper was a German, whose wife remarked 
to Captain Hess: **\Vos hast du aber ein kumpanie von schoena 
yunga manner, — und du bisht der schoenesta von alle." (What 
a company of fine looking young men you have, — and you aie 
the handsomest of them all).

They commenced farming near 
W'agnersville, in liethlehem Township, and continued there imtil 
the year 1847, when they moved to Lapatcong. Township, near 
Phillipsburg, Warren County, N. J., where they resided until the 
death oi Mr. Paules, June 14, 1881.

9 RE\'. SA^UM^L HESS, youngc^^'t child of John George 
Hess, was born at Hess' Mill, in Lower Saucon Township, De- 
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cembcr 25, 1804. When in his nineteenth year, he began a course 
of study for the ministry under Rev. J. C. Becker, of Kreiders- 
ville, Northami)ton Co., Pa., and continued it for four years. 
In October, 1827, during a meeting of Synod at York, Pa., he was 
ordamed in the ministry of the German Reformed Church, and 
immc(Hately received the appointment as pastor of Blue Church 
congregation, near Coopersburg, Pa., and also Richlandtown con- 
gregation, Bucks County, Pa., both of which he served until he 
retired from the active work of the ministry, in 1868, — a record 
of over forty years as pastor of one charge. During part of that 
period he was also pastor of the Reformed congregation at Spring- 
field Church, and organized a congregation at Applebachsville. 
Bucks County, Pa., where, through his efforts, a church edifice 
was erected at the time. He also established the Reformed con- 
gregation which worships in Keller's Church. Bedminster Town- 
ship, Bucks County, Pa. His relation to (Apple's) New Jerusa- 
lem Church, at Leithsville, Pa., began witli its organization, hav- 
ing been unanimously chosen as i)astor before a church building 
existed there, when services were held in the adjoining school 
house.

Rev. Samuel Hess was also for many years extensively en- 
gaged in the brick manufacturing business on his own premises, 
at Hellertown, Pa. 

Rev. Hess was twice married. His first wife, to whom he was 
united in matrimony, Julv 2^>, 1828, was l^lizabeth Dorothea 
Owens, born in Upper Saucon Township, Lehigh C\nmty, Penna.. 
January 27, 1808; died at Hellertown, Pa.. May 1, 1838, and lies 
buried in (Ai)i)le's) New Jerusalem Church burying-ground. 
Leithsville, Pa. No issue. 
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On February 18, 1840, Rev. Hess married a second wife, Lu- 
cetta Kline, born in Weisenberg Twp., Lehigb County, Pa., No- 
vember 30, 1816. She died December 15, 1893, having been af- 
flicted with total blindness the last twenty years of her life, and 
surviving her husband for eighteen years. Rev. Samuel Hess' 
death occurred at Hellertown, Pa., November 23, 1875, aged 71 
years. His body and that of his wife, Lucetta, both rest in Hel- 
lertown Cemetery.

About the year 
ltS33 he bought a farm near Springtown, adjoining the one his 
bnjther, Joseph subsequently purchased, which he occupied until 
the year 1849, when he purchased a farm from the estate of 
Tobias Gruver, located at the intersection of the "Old" Bethle- 
hem Road and S[)ringtt)wn Road, where he lived and prospered 
until his death, which occurred March 29, 1876. His wife died 
I'Y^bruary 26, 1885; both are buried in the family plot in Spring- 
field Cemetery. In his younger days David was Captain of a 
company of Militia for a number of years. He was a man of 
sterling character and filled various positions of trust during his 
life. During the stirring period of the Civil War, when the mili- 
tary draft was made, in October, 1862, after the men had been 
ordered to Philadelphia to report for duty and the stern realities 
of war were staring them in the face, many of them became 
anxious that substitutes be secured to take their places, which 
re(|uire(l a bounty of three hundred dollars or more, and some 
of those who were able to raise the amount were quite willing 
to pay it and Ik* released. (Some few of the men had already 
secured substitutes beforehand). David R. Hess was chosen, and 
to him was entrusted the money to be conveyed and delivered to 
the men in Camj) CadwaJlader. at West Philadelphia, and for 
this i)urpose he used merely a black oil-doth hand bag, or. grip- 
sack, shaped similar to the old time "carpet bags," which was 
filled to its utmost capacity with loose "greenback" notes, con- 
taining from six to eight thousand dollars. He reached camj) 
safely, but it was a hazardous undertaking, which he fully real- 
ized, judging from the reply he made after returning home, when 
asked "whether he did not feel uneasy in carrying such a large 
sum of money in so loose a manner?" He replied, — "Yah! es 
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vvor mir auch net wohl dabei" (Yes! I did not feel at ease with 
it). 

David R. and Sarah TTess had seven children; four of them 
died quite young: Barbara, J. Ralph, Henry, Reuben, Elizabeth, 
Sarah Ann and David F.

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Twp., Bucks Co., Pa. He married Lavina Miller, of South

it l)eing part of his father's farm, which was divided between 
him and his brother, Solomon. During aw epidemic of small-pox 
j)revailing in his community, in the Spring of 1862, Tobias was 
stricken with that loathsome disease, and died on April 16 of 
the same year (1862), aged 48 years.

9 AXXA in^SS, youngest daughter of (ieorge TTess, said to 
have been very handsome and the belle of the community, was 
born in Springfield Twp., January 26. 1813; died at Si)ringtown. 
Pa., August 29. 1844, at the age of 29 years. She was married 
to John W. Cyphert. who was generally known as 'TTans" Cy- 
|)hert. son of W'ilhelm and Christina Cy])hert. He was born at 
Springtovvn, Pa., b'eljruary 4, 1820. They had one child, Sara 
Ann Cyphert, born b'ebruary 16, 1844; died November 11, 1844. 
After his wife's death Mr. Cyphert engaged Polly Focht, a dis- 
tant relative, as housekeej)er, and she remained with him the 
balance of her life. Mr. Cyphert owned a valuable tract in the 
centre of the village of Springtown, upon which he erected a line 
stone homestead, in imitation t)f brick, where he resided for 
many years, but through dissi])ation he became reduced in circum- 
stances, and in 186.^ the ])roperty was sold, and is now in posses- 
sion of the Xace family. In his early career he was engaged for a 
number of years as a dealer in horses, jcnntly with one David 
hlschbach. 1 le also contkicted the lime works at Springtown, from 
18()1 to 1867. having Pycurgus S. P.odder. the merchant at that 
place for his partner the first four years. About the year 18().S 
he (>])ened aii oyster saloon in a small frame building which stood 
(»n the site now occui)ie(l by the residence of Mrs. Cornelius 
W eierbach. where he resided for many years afterwards. 

In his latter years he lived by himself in a small building which 
the citizens erected especially for him. on the s])ot now occupied 
by the carpenter shop on Thomas H. Seifert's property, where 
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he was found dead on the morning of February 12. 1809. His 
body Hes buried by the side of his wife and child at Springfiehl 
Church burying-ground. Mr. Cyphert served as constable of 
Si)ringfield Township for twenty-eight consecutive years, and 
proved a very efficient officer. In his younger days he was a mem- 
ber of a company of home mihtia, known as the "Springfield 
Pioneers," organized in 1856, conmianded by Captain Edward 
T. Hess, who was a nephew of Mrs. Cyphert. Wearing a tower- 
ing black-bear fur "shako," or helmet head dress, when on pa- 
rade, Hans Cyphert and his comrade, J. Kraft Fisher, at the 
head of the line, presented a very striking appearance. Armed 
with broad-axes having shaped handles, which they carried on 
their shoulders, also added fierceness to their already conspicuous 
figures. 

10 (iEOR(]E R. HESS, youngest child of George Hess. Sr.. 
born in Springfield Twp., 1 kicks County, Pa., May 26, 1816, was 
known as "dcr grossc George Hess,'' to distinguish him from an- 
other (ieorge Htjss iii the neighborhood. He married Elizabeth 
Xagle, '^rou Dnicka-landf (Dryland), Northampton Co., Pa., 
born September 2S, 1818, died September 23, 1846, at the age 
of 28 years, leaving behind three small children : John T., Martin 
and Jeremiah. (Albert T., a twin brother to John T.. was de- 
ceased). George R. Hess married a second wife, Sarah Strock. 
born near Springtown, Pa., P'ebruary 5, 1824. died September 9. 
1872. (ieorge followed farm laboring, and resided in and around 
Springtown for some years, b'irst he (Kcupied a log tenement, 
near the run, on the premises of his brother, David R. Hess, two 
miles southeast of the village, and from there he moved into a log 
house in the village, which stood on the same site that the bakery 
now occupies. About the year 1860 he bought a small tract on 
h^lint Hill, near I'^airmount, now Passer, Bucks Co.. Pa., where 
he and his wife both ended their days. In 1842 (ieorge purchased 
a tract of aljout sixteen acres of land on the heights south of the 
village of Springtown, from the Andrew Overpeck estate, where 
he had contemplated erecting a dwelling, the cellar for which had 
already licen excavated and the stones for the foundation wall 
delivered, but he was never able to accomplish his purpose. In 
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1860 the tract was sold to an adjoining owner, and the proceeds 
used to purchase the property on FHnt Hill. His death occurred 
February 8, 1886, and was buried in Springfield Church burying- 
ground, by the side of his second wife, with whom he had five 
children : Frank E., Catharine, Eliza, Alavesta and Sarah Ellen. 

(jeorge R. Hess served as a private in Company B, 174th 
Regiment, Pcnna. Infantry, in the Civil War. This regiment was 
drafted on October 16, 1862, for nine months' service, and 
George offered to go as a substitute, and was accejHed by one 
Henry Pureed, of Richland Township, who paid him a heavy 
bounty for doing so. (leorge was, however, discharged, on sur- 
geon's certificate, for disabiHty, March 25, 1863. His nephew, 
Edward T. Hess, of Springtown, Pa., was Lieut. Colonel of the 
same regiment, and another nephew, the Lieut. Colonel's brother, 
Francis C. Hess, was First Sergeant of Company A. in the same 
regin;ent. *

After serving about two years of his time, while his regi- 
ment was encamped on Moiris Island, S. C, Samuel was 
• i)romoted to clerk in the Quartermaster's department of the 
Third lirigade, and excused from further active field duty, 
llis term of enlistment expired in September, 1864, and 
after returning home and spending several months with his 
mother, he re-enlisted for one year in Company D, 7th Regi- 
Uicnt, U. S. \eteran X'olunteers, Hancock's Corps, stationed 
at West Philadelphia ami later at Fort Delaware, in Dela- 
ware Hay. He was honorably discharged, April 6. 1866, and 
returning to Hucks County, took up his residence at Quaker- 
town, secured a clerkship in a general store, continuing there 
tor two years. He was subsequently employed in the luml)er 
regions, where, after fracturing one of his legs, he returned 
to 1 kicks County and taught public school. About the year 
1871, in company with one Charles Herger, he emigrated 
to W'arrenton, L^ar(|uier County, \'irginia, where he was 
manager of a four hundred acre farm for about four years, 
after which he moved to Leesburg, Loudoun County. \'a., 
near 1 ball's lUufF battle ground, and followed farming on his 
own account.'

At the age of seventeen years, on Se])tember 11, 1862. he 
cidistcd in liattery IT. Second Artillery, 112th Regiment. 
Pennsvlvania \'olunteers. for three vears' service. The 
regiment was at first stationed at the defences around Wash- 
ington. Y). C. for about eighteen months. In the Spring 
of 1864 the regiment was put in motion, and participated 
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in a number of desperate engagements: — the battle of the 
Wilderness, \'a., May 5 and 6, 1864; battle of Cold Harbor, 
\'a., June 1, 18^)4. and the siege of Petersburg, V'a.. which 
began June 15. 1864, where the command was under con- 
stant heavy tire, day and night, for over three months. At 
the battle of Chapin's 1^'arm, \'a.. September 20, 1864, in a 
charge on I'^ort (lilmore, on James River, near Richmond, 
\'a., (ieorge. with a number of comrades, was captured, and 
after being confined in "Libby'* and "Helle Isle" prisons, at 
Richmond, \'a., for a short time, they were taken to Salis- 
bury, Xorth Carolina, where they were confined in an open 
stockade, and obliged to lie on the cold, frozen ground all 
winter, with scarcely any shelter, insufficient clothing, and 
very little food to eat. I'heir rations consisted of corn-meal 
ground with the cob, one i)int at a time ; very often the men 
got nothing for two or three days, and on several occasions 
they were compelled to fast four days. During their incar- 
ceration, which lasted nearly five months, the prisoners re- 
ceived meat in the shape of ox-snout several times. — three 
snouts being divided among one hundred men. On two 
occasions raw beef stomachs, just emptied of their contents, 
were served. — three of them to feed one hundred men. 
Cats, and even rats, if caught in the fetid ])en, were quickly 
disj)atched, and greethly devoured by the starving ])ris()ners. 
In their des|KTation for food, some of the men even nibbled 
the entire nails from their fingers. In their ragged and 
filthy conchtion, the men suffered many horrors, making 
life almost intolerable. For want of proper and sufficient 
food, great numbers died from hunger, and from diseases 
contracted thrt>ugh cold. exi)()sure, filth and contagion. 
Thnnigh the months of December and January of that 
memoral)le winter, the number of deaths averaged about 
fiftv a dav ; tlie bodies without coffins were loaded on "dead- 
/ carts." ])iled up like cord wood, hauled out. thrown into a 
trench and covered with earth. Of the 10.000 men confined 
in the miserable pen at Salisbury, during that winter, by 
the time the prison doors were thrown open, on February 
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22, 1865, only 4500 survived. A record kept by a sergeant 
who was confined there, shows that 12.684 interments were 
made from September 1, 1863, until February 22, 1865, — 
a period of eighteen months. It is utterly impossible to de- 
scribe the misery and suffering the men endured. 

In an attempt to escajje from the i)rison ])en, on Novem- 
ber 2S, 1864, by making a rush on the guards with stones, 
George was shot in his side by one of them ; the ball lodging 
between the ribs, was afterwards removed by a surgeon. 
After his release from prison he was taken, with many other 
prisoners, to the Union lines, at Wihiiington, N. C, in box 
cars, and part of the distance on foot, the trip consuming 
about two weeks, and from there transported by steamer 
to parole camp, at Annapolis, Md., where he was taken very 
sick. After recovering, a month or m6re later, he was sent 
home on furlough for thirty days; thence returned to army 
camp at Spring Mills, Montgomery County, Pa., and later 
to Philadelphia, where he was finally mustered out of ser- 
vice, June 14, 1865, and returned home very much broken 
down in health. Mr. Cam])bell experienced hardships seldom 
known to a youth in his "teens." 

After recovering his heatlh he became apprenticed to 
learn the shoemaker trade, which he followed several years, 
and then commenceil truck farming at the old homestead, 
which he purchased after his mother's death. In 1876 he 
became deeply interested in religious work, and being con- 
nected with the Mennonite Brethren in Christ, he was li- 
censed to preach the gospel in 1887. His first appointment 
was Quakertown and Hatfield charge, which he served for 
three years. He was then transferred to Westmoreland, 
'Armstrong and lUair Counties. Pa., for two years. Return- 
ing to his native county, he was appointed successively to 
Reading, Pa., three years; Quakertown and Hatfield, Pa., 
two years; Siegfried. Pa., one year; (Crater's Ford, Pa., four 
years; Terre Hill, Lancaster Co., Pa., two years, and Wal- 
nuti)ort. Northampton Co., Pa., three years, after which, in 
1907, he retired on account of failing health, having Served 
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in the ministry for twenty years. He then took up his resi- 
dence at Quakertown, Pa., where he died suddenly on No- 
vember 7, 1911, and was buried in Springfield Cemetery.

1859. when he was appointed to his first station, Salem Ev. 
Church, Reading, Pa., which he served two years. In 1862 he 
was appointed to the Lehigh circuit, embracing Emaus, Macun- 
gie, Schnecksville, Catasauqua, Cedarville, Howertown, &c., re- 
siding one year at Allentown, and one year at Cedarville (Cetro- 
nia), Lehigh Co., Pa. In 1864 he was appointed successively to 
Easton and Bethlehem, Pa., serving two years at each place, and 
in 1868, again, lo Reading, for one year. In 1869 he was trans- 
ferred to Philadelphia, where he remained six years, serving 
three different churches two years each, after which, in 1875, he 
was returned to Easton, Pa., for two years, and from there, in 
1877, back to Reading, where he lived the balance of his life, 
filling a number of charges in that city and surrounding country, 
preaching his last sermon at his native place, Springtown, Pa., 
when in the eighty-ninth year of his life.

Being a progressive 
man he soon afterwards replaced the old loghouse and barn with 
large new stone buildings, and by his enterprise and push he be- 
came quite a successful man. lie was one of a few progressive 
farmers who organized a farmers' club, in the early '50s, known 
as the Springfield and Durham Agricultural Society, holding 
regular meetings at the different farm houses to discuss farm 
topics. He was also tme of four of these same farmers who 
attended the first National VdXx in Philadelphia, about the year 
1854, where each of them purchased several head of imported 
cattle and sheep at seemingly exorbitant prices, and introduced 
them into the community. About the same ]KTiod he was one 
of the promoters in establishing a public library at SpringtoAvn, 
Pa., and through its influence he became a lover of b(X)ks, and a 
close reader of current and scientific literature, thereby becoming 
a well-read and informed man. 

He was public-spirited and took great interest in education, 
and in the promotion of g(K)d schools, and through his influence, 
assisted by his friend and neighbor, William II. (Iruver, and 
his brother, David W. Hess, his community enjoyed the distinc- 
tion in the early '60s of having the best rural public schools in 
Bucks County. He was also one of the prime movers in the 
erection of two of Springtown's church edifices, Christ Union 
Church, in 1872, and (irace Church, in 1888. In his younger 
days he played the clarionet in an orchestra in Springfield Church, 
of which his father, Joseph (Yosepf) Hess, was the leader. 

In 18W he purchased the old "John Knecht" residence, at 
Springtown, Pa., known many years ago as **\\'hite Horse Inn," 
where he lived a retired life until tlie time of his death, which 
occurred February 21, PX)1. of general debility incident to ol<l 
age, having reached eighty-five years; his body was interred in 
Springtown Cemetery, which he assisted in establishing in the 
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year 1873, and of which he was treasurer. His wife, *Anna 
Margaret, died P^hruary 16, 1910, at the advanced age of ninety 
years, with all her faculties retained. They raised a family of 
four children : Iimeline, Elizabeth, Quintus and Asher L. 

5 AXXA HESS, born at Springtown, Pa., March 11, 1818, was 
married to Charles A|)i)le, a farmer, of Pleasant \'alley, Bucks 
Co., Pa., born July 6. 1815, and settled on a farm about one mile 
south of Pleasant \'alley. Pa., adjoining Amity school house.

*Mrs. Anna Margaret Hess belonged to a remarkably long-lived family 
of eight children, four of whom lived into the eighties, aiid three passed 
the ninety mark; one of these, the first-born of the family, was Mrs. Mary 
Hover, of Kreidersville, Northampton County, Pa., who reached the mar- 
velous age of ninety-eight years and twenty-eight days. Her grand- 
daughter, Mary R. Boyer (daughter of David Beyer, of Siegfried, Pa.) 
is the wife of Owen H. Hess, who was born at Howertown, Northampton 
County, Pa., May 28, 1855 ; he is a son of Samuel Hess, a miller and 
farmer, late of Cherry ville, Pa., and a grandson of David Hess, a farmer 
and gunsmith, whose Clerman ancestor came from the Palatinate about 
the year 1730, and settled in Lehigh Township, Northampton County, 
Pa., where his descendants are quite numerous. 

Owen H. Hess is a millwright by trade, and with the rapid develop- 
ment of the cement industry in eastern Pennsylvania, he supervised the 
construction of cement mills in various localities, and finally, in the year 
l^V?. he became superintendent of tfte Bonneville Cement Works, at 
Siegfried, Pa , and f(mr years later he accepted a similar position with 
the Dexter Portland Cement Co/s mill, at Nazareth, Pa. Mr. Hess is a 
prominent citizen and takes an active interest in schools, churches, mu- 
nicipal affairs, and the various enterprises in his community. Owen H. 
and Mary R. Hess have two children:

He 
was known as "dcr Glac Davie Hess," and in later years, after 
serving tw'o terms as Justice of the Peace, from 1848 until 1858, 
he was known as 'Scjuire IJavid Hess. His wife, Sarah Lauhach, 
whom he married Octoher 9, 1845, a sister of his hrother, Jacoh's 
wife, was horn in Durham Township, Bucks County, Pa., Jan- 
uary 14, 1826; died l>eceml)er 29, 1910. He settled on a farm 
two miles east of Springtown, which he purchased in 1846 from 
the estate of Rev. Samuel Stahr. David was employed on his 
father's farm when young and received a limited education in 
the puhlic schools, devoting his leisure time to studying at home. 
He hegan his career at the age of seventeen years hy teaching 
puhlic school, which he continued at ditferent places for a num- 
her of years. He also conducted singing-school at various per- 
iods during his life in which he took great deliglit. In fact he 
devoted almost his entire life to educational work, and was alto- 
gether a self-educated man. He loved good hooks, and "hurned the 
midnight oil ;" the knowledge which he thus gained and possessed, 
all through individual efforts, without any instructors, puts mod- 
ern scholarship to shame, for he was a highly educated man. In 
1864 he opened a private classical school in one of his farm 
houses, which he ct)nducted for live vears with marked success, 
principally for such who wished to ac(iuire a higher education 
with a view of hecoming school-teachers ; very many following 
that vocation at that period, hccame proficient through his in- 
struction, while many other people in his neighhorhood bear evi- 
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dence of his school work, having received their early training at 
his hands. I lis fame as a mathematician, botanist and mineral- 
ogist was widely known, and as such, knowledge from him was 
eagerly sought for, and for a numl>er of years he gave private 
instruction to many young people in those branches. Being a 

close Bible student, he also disseminated much Scriptural knowl- 
edge by distributing home-written tracts, but in his latter years 

failing eye-sight forced him to abandon those pursuits. Mis abil- 
ity as an in-structor has been noteworthy, while through all his 
years of teaching, the idea of self -improvement was never lost 
sight of. He was by profession a surveyor and conveyancer, and 
also a magnificent yenman. — documents executed by his hand 
had the appearance of steel engraving, and were admired by all 
who handled them. Mr. Hess was secretary of the Farmers' 
American Mutual Vxre Insurance Company of Bucks County 
from its inception, in May, 1855. 

He also served as County Surveyor of Bucks County 'for one 
term to which office he was elected in 1880. With his brother, 
Jacob, he was one of the leading spirits in the erection of two 
of Sprnigtown's church buildings ; the first in 1872, and Grace 
Church in 1888. 

During the Civil War, when invasion into our state was threat- 
ened by the Confederate army in 1862, Mr. Hess having thor- 
oughly familiarized hhnself with military tactics, formed the 
young men and boys of his community into a squad, and put 
them through the manual of arms and field manoeuvres on moon- 
light nights in the school-house yard, at Springtown, and in the 
adjoining field, pre])aring them for an emergency. Quite a num- 
ber who participated in those drills, later took up arms in defense 
of their country. His death occurred ]\Iarch 1, 1W5, from dropsy, 
at the advanced age of eighty-four years, ami was buried in 
Springtown Cemetery, of which he was secretary. Right children 
were born: i\melia.

He accepted the call and began preaching in the early Spring of 
1868. his family joining him the following summer. He served 
this charge for seven years, when failing health compelled him 
to resign. During his pastorate at Springfield, he organized a 
congregation at Springtown. where a Union church building was 
erected in 1872, known as Christ Church, the ground having been 
secured from Addison J. Hess, it being a part of the original 
Conrad Hess property. Rev. Hess with his family returned to 
his homestead, near Mansfield. Ohio, in the Spring of 187.^, where 
he died August 12. 1875, aged 64 years. He was buried at Em- 
manuel or Halliet Church, located four miles east of Mansfield, 
O., which was built during his ministry there. "Father Hess." aS 
he was generally known, was a plain, earnest and practical preach- 
er. His ministry covered a i>eTiod of over thirty-six years. His 
wife died February 21.

Returning home in 1867, it soon after- 
wards became evident, owing to impaired health, that he would be 
compelled to abandon the career he had planned for himself, and 
accordingly engaged in the lumber and coal business at Heller- 
town, Pa. He was Cashier of the Hellertown Savings Bank from 
1873 to 1877; has filled the office of Chief Burgess of HellertowJi 
Borough ; was also elected Justice of the Peace for several terms ; 
was principal of the T^ellertown Academy for three years, 1878, 
79 and '80, and served one; term in the State Senate under Gov- 
ernor Pattistm's administration, having been elected to that office 
in 1882. After his return from Europe,* in the fall of 1867, he 
was chosen Superintendent of Christ Union Sunday-school, at 
Hellertown, Pa., a capacity in which he has now served uninter- 
ruptedly for a period of forty-five years. 

On June 17, 1875, he was united in matrimony with Tillie 
Henninger, daughter of Moses Henninger, born at Hellertown, 
Pa., June 19, 1856. This union was blessed with four children: 
Herbert H., Clara, Mary L. and Samuel. 

2 MTLTOM J. HES.S, youngest child of Rev. Samuel Hess, 
was born at Hellertown, Pa., August 19, 1847. His wife, Mary 
A. Bachman, whom he married June 16, 1870, was born in Lower 
Saucon Township, near Freemansburg, Northampton County, Pa., 
September 26, 1849. At the age of fifteen years Mr. Hess became 
a student at Allentown Seminary, taking a three years' course. 
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after which he taught pubHc school for a short time in his native 
township, near Hellertown, Pa. In 1866 he entered Frankifn and 
Marshall College, at Lancaster. Pa., graduating from that insti- 
tution in 1869. The same year he entered Dr. Charles E. Shoe- 
maker's drug store, at Hethlehem, Pa., and while employed there, 
attended the Philadelphia College of Pharmacy, and after gradu- 
ating, he became a partner in the business under the firm name 
of Slioemaker K^ Hess. In 1872. Dr. .Shoemaker withdrew from 
the firm, ami Mr. I less continued the business jointly with one 
Lewis W. Snyder, under the firm style of Hess & Snyder. After 
the death of his father, in November, 1875, Mr. Hess sold his in- 
terest in the business, and the following s])ring became a partner 
with his brother in the lumber an<l coal business, at Hellertown. 
]*a., where he still continues. He occupies the old homestead, at 
Hellertown, Pa. Five children were-born, two of them died in 
infancy: Willie Jeremiah, Howard Samuel, Calvin B., George 
Spencer and Kate E.

CHILDREN OF JOSEPH R. HESS, SPRINGTOWN. 

1 ADDISON J. HESS, the oldest, was born at Springtown, 
Pa., December 27 , 1824. Married Mrs. Hannah Brunner Bitz, 
born at Pleasant X'alley, Pa., April 17, 1821 ; died January 13, 
1871, and was buried at Springfield Church burying-ground. Ad- 
dison followed farming on his father's old homestead, near 
Springtown, until 1860, when he purchased the Conrad Hess 
''Mansion," in Springtown, from his father, where he lived the 
balance of his life. His wife was the widow of Samuel Bitz, 
who had a daughter, Amanda Bitz, born April 20, 1844. Addison 
Hess married a second wife. Mrs. Sarah Rufe WSaver; widow 
of Reed C. Weaver, of Ottsville, Bucks Co., Pa. She was born 
in Tinicum Township, FUicks County, Pa., March 11, 1827. She 
had a son, Stokes Weaver, farmer, of Erwinna, Pa. Also an 
adopted child, Emma Lear, born in Tinicum Twp., April 27, 
1863, who was married to Joseph E. Seifert, farmer, born De- 
cember 28, 1861, at Springtown. Pa. Addison was one of the 
number who was drafted into the U. S. military service October 
16, 1862. but after reaching camp, in West Philadelphia, he fur- 
nished a substitute, and received his discharge. He was a very 
tall and muscular man. fashioned after the original Hess pattern. 
He died November 27, 1882, and was buried in Springtown 
Cemetery.

Owen kept hotel in Springtown for a few years, after 
which, in 18^)0, he moved on his father's old homestead near by, 
w^here he engaged in farming for fifteen years, during which 
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period his wife died, October 2, 1872, and was buried in the 
Evangelical Church burying-ground, at Springtown, Pa. They 
had ten children: I. Milton, Elinira, Erwin S., Anna T., Delia, 
William, Ida Agn-es, Emma Catharine.

Owen married a second wife, his former housekeeper, Mrs. 
Elizabeth Kress'ler Ivey. born at Stouts, Northampton Co., 
Pa.. June 2i, 1845. and shortly afterwards moved on the old 
William Strock homestead, a short distance east of the village 
of Springtown. remaining two years ; from there he moved to 
Northampton County, residing at Hellertown, Pa., ^\t^ years, 
and at Lower Saucon. Church, where he was sexton, for eight 
years. In 1890 he returned tx) Springtown, where he died April 
25, PX)5, and was buried in the cemetery at that place. His 
wife. Elizabeth, died March 26, 1912. and was buried in the cem- 
eterv at Raubsville, Pa. 

3 EDWARD T. HESS was born in Hanover Township,' Le- 
high County, Pa., April 6, '1830. On October 24, 1852, he mar- 
ried Isabella Diehl, born in Lower Saucon Twp., April 25, 1833. 
He commenced farming in Hanover Twp., near Rittersville. con- 
tinuing there until 1855, when he moved on a farm a short dis- 
tance east of Springtown, Pa. In 1858 he was elected Justice of 
the Peace of Springfield Township. He was also chosen Captain 
of the "Springfield Pioneers." a company of Infantry Militia, or- 
ganized in 1856. and served in that capacity until the company 
was di.sbanded in 1861. Edward was also drafted into the U. S. 
military service on that memorable sixteenth day of October, 
1862, when so many men were summoned "to arms." After the 
excitement had partly subsided, Edward having been a militia 
officer, formed all the drafted men of his township into a com- 
pany and was chosen as Captain before leaving "for the front." 
At the organization of the regiment, the 174th, at Camp Cadwal- 
lader. West Philadelphia, he was appointed Lieut. Colonel, in 
which capacity he served until the expiration of his term of ser- 
vice. In the latter part of November, the regiment was ordered 
to V\'ashington, D. C, from thence to Suffolk, Va., and engaged 
in duty on the fortifications and defences until December 31, 
1862, when it proceeded to Newberne, N. C, from whence it was 
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ordered to the defence of Charleston, S. C, and accordingly 
boarded a transport and landed at St. Helena Island, S. C, Feb- 
ruary 5th. 1863, where it remained in camp for three weeks. 
The regiment then proceeded to Beaufort, S. C, where it en- 
gaged in provost and garrison duty until June, 1863, when it 
was transferred to Hilton Head, S. C. Towards the close of 
July, its term of service being about to expire, it was ordered 
north, and accordingly set sail for New York, and from there 
to Philadelphia, where it was mustered out of service, August 
7, 1863. The regiment did not participate in any engagements. 
About the year 1864. Edward moved on the old "John Knecht'* 
homestead, at Springtown, Pa., which he purchased in 1868 from 
his father-in-law, John Diehl, for the sum of $4500, and in con- 
nection with farming, he also dealt extensively in cattle, bringing 
large droves "on the hoof" from New York state to his farm.

Jeremiah enlisted, September 20, 1862, in Company F, 133rd 
Regiment, Penna. \'olunteers, recruited in Northampton County, 
mustered into service at Camp Curtin, at Harrisburg, Pa., Octo- 
ber 7, 1862. Hcing tall in stature, his age evidently was not ques- 
tioned, owing no ctoubt, to the scarcity of volunteer recruits at 
that period. The regiment participated in the battle of Chan- 
cellorsville, \'a., ami ( Gettysburg, Pa., Jeremiah returning home 
without a scratch. Several years afterwards he married Amanda 
Miller Snyder, daughter of "Polly" Miller, who had her home 
with Isaac Geissinger, a farmer, near Springtown, Pa. One child 
was born, Alice Hess. 

Jeremiah had no trade, but followed various occupations. At 
one time he sold and re|>aircd washing machinc*s, clothes wringers 
and bed springs, with headquarters at F^aston.

He died of an attack of 
pneumonia, at Morristovvn, X. J., January 31, 1901, and was 
buried in the family plot in Charles Evans' Cemetery, Reading, 
Pa. Single.

He began his career by teaching public school in Cumru and 
Spring Townships, I'erks County, Pa., in the vicinity of Reading, 
continuing there for five terms. While his parents resided at 
Bethlehem, Pa., in 1866 and 1867, he also taught school at Seiders- 
ville, Northampton Co., Pa., for one term. He was quite a popu- 
lar drummer l>oy during the Civil War period and was connected 
with the Ringgold Band, of Reading, and later with the Allen- 
town Band. In August, 1862, when a youth of fifteen years, he 
marched through the streets of Allentown, with his drum, accom- 
panied by a smaller boy carrying a banner, arousing the citizens 
"to arms," in response to President Lincoln's call of August 4th, 
1862, for 300,000 more trcx)ps, resulting in the enrollment of two 
companies, I) and Ci, of the 128th Regiment, Penna. X^olunteers. 
Captain Peter C. Huber, of Company G, and his men persuaded 
Titus to join the company as drummer boy, to which his father 
refused to give his consent, but allowed the boy to march with 
the troops to the railroad station. Determined to go to the front, 
he boarded the train with the men and accompanied them to Har- 
risburg, where, after having been in camp a few days, he was 
discovered by his elder brother, John, who had enlisted in Com- 
pany E, from Reading, of the same regiment, and who had him 
transported back to his home. 

In 1869 his parents moved to Philadel|)hia, where he followed 
various occupations, and after having been an exhorter in Em- 
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manuel Evangelical Church, on Fourth Street below Poplar, 
where his father was the pastor, he felt called to preach the 
gospel, and accordingly entered the Evangelical Conference as a 
local preacher in 1872, when that body was in session at Shamo- 
kin. Pa., an.d was immediately appointed to the Montgomery 
circuit for the first year. The following year, 1873, he served 
Milford circuit, after which he was transferred to Monroe circuit 
for one year, residing at Snydersville, Monroe County, Pa.

Philadelphia with his parents in 1860. Mr. DeFrehn is a car- 
penter by trade, but shortly after marriage he became engaged in 
the "news'* business, purchased a large newspaper route in Ken- 
sington district, Philadelphia, which he served for twelve years.

1 JACOP) LF\'[ IfFSS, the <)lde>t son of Peter Hess, was 
born in Springfield Twp.. Bucks County, Pa, July 30, 1835. lii> 
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wife, Loui^^a Matilda Unang^t, whom he married November 17, 
1857 was born in Forks Township, now College Hill, Northamp- 
ton Co., Pa., February 10, 1841. 

When about .sixteen years of age, Jacob took up surveying 
with his uncle, Andrew W'hittman, and after following that vo- 
cation a short time, he decided to take up mercantile pursuits, 
and accordingly >ecured a i>osition as clerk in a general store at 
Ea^ton, Pa., where he continued for several years. lie then 
opened a general store on his own account, at Hellertown, Pa., 
occupying a nK)m in the north end of what is now the Park 
Hotel, where he continued for about three year>. On Januar\' 
11, 18^)1, he and his family enngrateil westw'ard, and resided for 
one year on a farm in Stephenson County, Illinois. The follow- 
ing year he moved to Monroe, Green County, Wisconsin, where 
he clerked in a dry gi>ods store for two years. Returning to 
Illinois in the year 1864, he began farming at Alfoka, Stephen- 
son County, continuing there for ten year.s. and finally settled at 
C)rangeville. Stephenson County, Illinois, where he purchased a 
farm of ninety- four acres and became quite prosperous. He died 
October 1, PX)4, and was buried at Orangeville Cemetery. Five 
daughters were born: Ida Maria, deceased; Mary Sophia, Millie 
Louisa, Cora Klla and Hattie Agnes. 

2 JOSHUA K. HESS was bom in Springfield Twp., Bucks 
County, Pa., March 20. 1837. Graduated from the Allentown 
Seminary, after which he began teaching public school in North- 
ampton County, continuing f(>r 14 years, with excellent success. 
On SeiHeniber 20th, lS>(^2, he enlisted and was mustered into the 
United States service at Camp Curtin, Harrisburg, Pa., October 
8th, 1862, as Orderly Sergeant of Coni])any C, Capt. Henry. J. 
Oerter, 153rd Regiment, Penna. \\)lunteer Infantry, Col. Charles 
(jlanz, commanding, recruited in Northampton I'ounty, Pa. 

Leaving Camp Curtin for the front, the regiment proceeded 
to Wa-hirgt(/n, I). C, encamping a short time on Arlington 
Heiglit-, thence niovel to ( iaincsville. \*a.. where it was assigned 
to i»rig. (len. \ on ( liKa's ( I'ir.st ) lirigadc. Maj. (len. Stahel's 
« l*'ir-t ) l)ivi-i«in. 11th C«»rp<. Army of the IN toniac. On Nov. 
IHh the command marched for Aldie, tlience near Chantilly, 
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Va., and on Dec. 9th moved by forced marches for Fredericks- 
burg, Va., arriving at Stafford Court House Dec. 16th, after the 
disastrous battle of Fredericksburg was fought. Encamping south 
of Acquia Creek until Jan. 20th, 1863, the command joined the 
forward movement of Burnside's Army. After picketing the 
railroad at Brooks Station for three days, moved to Acquia Land- 
ing, where the command was ordered to winter quarters at Poto- 
mac Creek Bridge. On the opening of the Spring campaign, the 
command marched April 27th, 1863, arriving at the front on the 
evening of the 30th, and participatefl in- the five days* battle of 
Chancellorsville. Va., May 1st to 5th, 1863, losing 19 killed, 56 
wounded and 33 prisoners ; Col. Glanz being captured and Lieut. 
Col. Dachrodt wounded. Recrossed the Rappahannock River on 
the night of May 5th, and returned to camp at Potomac Creek 
Bridge. On June 12th marched with the army to oppose the rebel 
invasion of Pennsylvania, and bore a foremost part in the great 
three days' battle of Gettysburg, Pa., July 1st to 3rd, 1863, losing 
306 men in killed, wounded and missing. Pursued Lee's retreat- 
ing army to Funkstown, Md., thence on July 14th ordered to 
Ilarrisburg, Pa., where the command was mustered out of ser- 
vice on July 23rd and 24th, 1863. Sergeant Joshua K. Hess was 
taken prisoner during the fierce fighting of July 1st, at Gettys- 
burg. He was paroled .on the field, taken to Parole Camp, at 
West Chester, Pa., thence transferred to Harrisburg, where he 
made out all the muster-out papers, pay rolls, etc., for the regi- 
ment, and was honorably discharged with his company, July 23rd, 
1863. Two days later the regiment returned to Faston, Pa., in 
a bcKly, where a grand reception was tendered the men by the 
citizens. 

On January 14, 1865, he married Atilia Xagel, of Shimersville, 
Lower Saucon Twp., Northampton Co., Pa., who was born June 
1, 1847. Shortly afterwards he began the carriage manufacturing 
business at Quakertown, Pa., with one Hausman, under the firm 
name of Hess & Hausman, afterwards changed to Fluck, Hess 
& Co., which he continued for fourteen years. After relinquish- 
ing the business lie moved to Ijethlehem, Pa., where he now re- 
sides. Fourteen children were born : Carrie M., Sarah J., How- 
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ard J., Manik I., Edgar C, Estella A., Lizzie M., M. Florence, 
Edith M.. Elsie Ci., Samuel P., Walton Earl. Ruth E., Raymond 
K. S. Three of them are deceased. 

3 TOBIAS K. HESS was born in Springfield Township, 
lUicks County, Pa., June 13, 1839. At the age of seventeen years 
he went to Bethlehem, Pa., to learn carriage painting and trim- 
ming, which he followed for about fifteen years. During that 
perio<l, on June 11, 1863, he married Frances Stover, of Milford, 
N. J., daughter of Aaron H. Stover, Esq. Immediately after- 
wards he removed to Berrysburg, Dauphin County, Pa., plying his 
trade there, but returned to Bethlehem several years later. About 
the year 1870 he relinquished his trade and commenced the shoe 
business at Bethlehem, which he contlucted for about twenty-five 
years. After closing out the business hi took up insurance, which 
he followed the balance of his life. He died February 14, 1907. 
Xine children were born : Charles T., Harry, Cora. Erwin P., 
Roliert v.. Francis A., Lizzie M., Arthur R. and Raymond S. 
Four of them are deceased. 

4 CHARLES P. HESS was \yorn in Haycock Township, 
Bucks Co., Pa., November 25, 1841. When about sixteen years 
of age he was apprenticed to John Knecht, miller, at Shimers- 
ville, in Lower Saucon Twp., to learn the trade, where, after 
serving his time, he continued for several years longer. He 
then accei)ted a position in a flouring mill, at Milford, N. J., for 
a few years, (^n December 21. 1867, he married Emeline Bar- 
ron, of Bursonvillc, ]>ucks Co., Pa., born February 14, 1850. 
She was a daughter of William Barron, whose mother was a 
daughter of Philip lless. Charles relinquished the milling trade 
ami succeeded his brother, (ieorge, in the dry goods and grocery 
business, at Bethlehem, Pa., continuing for several years. He 
then secured a position as traveling salesman with a wholesale 
dry goods house, at P^aston, Pa., where he was very successful.

In the Spring of 1870 
he commenced business on his own account in the same line at 
Bethlehem, Pa., and after conducting the business successfully 
for several years, he sold out to his brother, Charles^ and opened 
a hat store, in which he engaged a year or two. Subsequently, in
